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Exchange rate boost 


Since March, the pound hasclimbed byaroundten percentin relation to the euro, 
sparking renewed interest in Portuguese real estate from the UK. Industry experts 
here are adamant that a stronger pound is crucial to regions such as the Algarve, whose 
economy is hugely dependant on tourism and real estate.

Financial experts have this 
week forecast that the pound 
should reach around€l .25 in the 
eoming 12 months. Even with the 
eurrent exehange rate standing at 
€1.20, real estate eompanies who 
spoke to The Portugal News 
this week said they have noted a 
sharp inerease in interest from 
potential home buyers based in 
Britain. 

Jyske Bank, whose business in 
the Iberian Peninsula foeuses on 
offering advisory serviees to pri- 
vate banking clients and financ- 
ing homes in the Algarve, say 
they are advising eustomers that 
the pound should reach the € 1 .2 5 
mark in the eoming year. 

“It’s not so mueh about the 
pound getting stronger than it is 
about the euro getting weaker”, 
Jyske Bank CEO Christian 
Bjorlow told The Portugal 
News on Thursday. 

“We have seen a lot of people 
ehange to the US Dollar, Swiss 
Frank and Danish Krone having 
lost confidenee in the euro”, 
added Mr Bjorlow. But he 
stressed his bank expected the 
single European eurreney to sta- 
bilise at €1.25 and not to suffer 
too many oseillations, at leastnot 
in the coming months. 

Analysts quoted by the inter- 
national property website 
homesoverseas.eo.uk, agree with 
Jyske ’s forecasts and are saying 


sterling is set to reach a figure of 
between €1.25 to €1.30 between 
now and 2011, whieh will make 
investing in Eurozone states such 
as Portugal a much more viable 
option than it has been in recent 
years. 

Market experts have lately in- 
sisted that topping €1 .20 would 
reignite the appetite of investors 
looking to secure their money 
against a safe investment. 

Miguel Ferreiro, Managing 
Direetor of real estate eompany 
Garvetur says the eompany’ s 
ageneies have noted a strong in- 
crease in the number of inquiries 
in reeent weeks, which he asso- 
ciates with the strengthening 
pound. 

“Not only has there been a 
notable inerease in inquiries from 
potential buyers in the UK, but 
we have also seen a rise in the 
number of eash buyers”. 

While this might seem odd at a 
time of erisis, Mr. Ferreiro ex- 
plains that more and more peo- 
ple are looking to put their money 
in a safe investment, and prop- 
erty in the Algarve seems to be 
winning the raee. 

“While the Algarve never ex- 
perienced huge property price 
inereases, it similarly did not ex- 
perienee the falls in real estate 
values seen in Spain and some 
other EU states”, added Mr. 
Ferreiro, believing eonfidence in 


the Portuguese market to be key 
to the future of renewed interest 
in the Algarve amongst foreign 
buyers, with properties up to 
€200,000 andthoseprieed above 
€ 1 million attraeting the most in- 
terest from potential investors. 

Meanwhile, Oeeanieo General 
Manager Martin Date agreed that 
more interest was being shown, 
whieh could be attributed to the 
weaker euro, adding that quality 
resorts have “stood fairly strong” 
during the crisis. 

“We have had more inquiries, 
and as they are directly to actual 
sales, we are optimistic, but 
these are early days yet”, Mr 
Date told The Portugal News 
from Dublin, Ireland, where he 
said “severe economic difficul- 
ties” were being faeed. How- 
ever, his outlook for the UK 
market was much more optimis- 
tic for the coming 12 months, as 
“the British eeonomy is bigger” 
allowing it to better withstand 
the adverse effects of the finan- 
eial erisis. 

Portuguese real estate devel- 
oper Carlos Mendes of Grupo 
Duarte said that while he had 
noted a rise in inquiries from the 
UK in reeent months, whieh he 
assoeiated with the stronger 
pound, lamented the red-tape 
faeed by foreign buyers in Por- 
tugal, adding that tighter regula- 
tions by banks and “elosing 


eosts” were hampering sales in 
the Algarve. 

Last week, the president of the 
Algarve Tourism Board Nuno 
Aires admitted in an interview 
with The Portugal News that 
the pound was crueial to the fi- 
naneial well-being of the region 
and indeed the entire country. 

“The behaviour of the pound 
is one of the most sensitive issues 
for us here when dealing with the 
UK. Not only in the purehase of 
real estate, but also when it comes 
to tourists deeiding where to 
spend their holidays. 

“The weaker pound resulted in 
a loss of eonfidenee and a fall in 
the money spent by Britons in 
Portugal”, he explained. 

“Of all the negative factors 
that have faeed the Algarve in re- 
eent years, the issue of the pound 
has been the most sensitive”, Mr. 
Aires said, adding: “Thepound’s 
performanee in reeent weeks 
against the euro is positive.” 

As for Britons wanting to 
spend their pounds, which are 
now worth more than they have 
been for well over a year, the 
ERTA president has a message : 
“The Algarve continues to be an 
exeellent place in which to in- 
vest and there are eurrently a 
number of exeellent deals out 
there to be had. This is the right 
time to invest. There is a real op- 
portunity.” 
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Government looks to eharge tolls 
on Algarve motorway 
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The Portuguese government has this week admitted that it could start charging tolls on 
four toll-free motorways by the end of the year, including the Algarve'sVia do Infante 
or A22. 


Motorways linking Lagos 
with Vila Real de Santo Anonio, 
Chaves to Viseu, Aveiro to Vila 
Formoso and Torres Novas to 
CasteloBraneoeouldall beeome 
tolled should the government 
sueeeed in pushing through plans 
it made publie earlier this week. 

The announeement was made 
by the State Seeretary for Trans- 
port and Publie Works, who has 
already overseen the introdue- 
tion of tolls on three previously 
free motorways in the north of the 
eountry. 

Paulo Campos, after being told 
that an injunetion is being filed by 
seven town halls in the north 
against the eharging of tolls, said 
he would eonsider eharging tolls 
on all free motorways if he were 
foreedto do so. 

Mayors in the north of the 
eountry claim they are being dis- 
criminated against while motor- 
ists in the south enjoy the ben- 
efit of free motorways at the tax- 
payers’ expense. 

Condemnation of the charging 
of tolls on the A22 was swift. 

The chairman of Algarve Mu- 
nicipalities, Macario Correio 
said there “can be no honest rea- 
son to introduce tolls on the Via 
do Infante motorway”. 

Last week, the president of the 
Algarve T ourism Board told The 
Portugal N ews he would lead the 
fight against tolled motorways in 
the Algarve. 

“I am against tolls on the A22”, 
he said, “The EN125 is not an 
alternative, and until it is, we 
cannot possibly have tolls on 


the A22. 

“The cost will be enormous to 
the region, as traffic will be di- 
verted on to the EN 125 creating 
terrible congestion issues. What 
we cannot do is ask a tourist who 
has just spent two hours on a 
flight from northern Europe to 
spend another two hours in a bus 
to travel 40 kilometres.” 

But he leaves the door open 
to accepting tolls at a later date. 

“The EN125 is being sub- 
jected to major renovation work, 
and once complete, we will have 
another look at the viability of 
the road as an alternative.” 

Until then the president says 
he will join in protest marches 
against the introduction of tolls 
on the A22. 

“At the moment, we will not 
have tolls on the A22, at least 
that’s what the government is 
telling us and we hope they can 
keep to that”. 

Back in 2004, the Algarve was 
only saved from a tolled motor- 
way when the government was 
toppled and the president called 
early elections. 

Shortly before the govern- 
ment fell, large numbers of 
Algarveans had gathered on the 
125 national road to protest 
against the proposed introduc- 
tion of tolls on the region’ s main 
A22 motorway. 

The protest consisted of as 
many cars as possible flooding 
the EN 1 25 in a bid to show cen- 
tral government that the road 
was not a suitable alternative to 
the A22. 


The protest resulted in mo- 
torists taking around twice as 
long to complete a journey on a 
normal day. 

The major site of the conges- 
tion was between Boliqueime 
and Albufeira, with traffic offic- 
ers making no secret of their 
thoughts on the demonstration 
as several protesting motorists 
were fined for minor offenses . 

Truck drivers were singled out 
by police, with trucks forming 
queues at Penina in Portimao as 
they waited their turn for strin- 
gent inspection of their docu- 
ments and the roadworthiness of 
their vehicles. 

Even the Mayor of Portimao, 
Manuel da Luz failed to escape 
the attention of traffic police. 
The Mayor was stopped in his 
official vehicle in Albufeira 
along the EN 1 25 for having his 
emergency lights switched on. 
A Portimao councillor, travelling 
in the backseat, was fined for not 
wearing his safety belt. 

Despite the apparent success 
of the protest back then, and 
growing political opposition 
within the ruling-party ’ s ranks, 
the government made no indica- 
tion of going back on its decision 
to toll motorists when using the 
A22 - it was only when a new 
cabinet was formed that the use 
of the word ‘toll’ was deemed 
unpopular. 

Meanwhile, the introduction 
of tolls on three of the country’s 
seven free motorways coincides 
with the introduction of micro- 
chips in vehicles wanting to 
travel on these roads. 

Despite serious privacy con- 
cerns, the government has said 
its main priority is to have the 
microchip operational as soon 
as possible in order to facilitate the 
charging oftolls onpreviously toll- 
free motorways in northern Por- 
tugal, and possibly the A22 mo- 
torway in the Algarve. 

All new motorways will also 
use this technology. 

“Cars using these motorways 
will need to be fitted with the de- 
vice”, said Transport State Secre- 
tary, Paulo Campos. 

He explained during a recent 
visit to the north of the country 
earlier in the week that the chip is 
‘ ‘technologically complex and the 
system will have to be tested to 
ensure it works hitch-free, espe- 
cially when it comes to pay- 
ments”. 

But the finer operational details 
remain a mystery. 

“All will be explained in due 
course in order to allow Portu- 
guese to calmly adapt to the sys- 
tem”, said Mr. Campos. 

However, it is believed that 
motorists can make toll payments 
by either depositing a pre-paid 
amount into their vehicle account 
at a pay point or via an ATM, 
w hi le payments invoiced at a later 
date willbechargedapremium due 
to administrative costs.

the industry. 

According to quarterly analy- 
ses from Portuguese Footwear 
Association APICCAPS, almost 
half of the sector’ s businesses (49 
percent) claimed that production 
has stabilised and 28 percent 
claimed it had risen. 

APICCAPS carried out sur- 
veys on around 1 0 percent of the 
approximate 1,300 companies 
that presently make up Portu- 
gal’s footwear industry. 

Furthermore, production is 
currently “at normal levels” for 
this time of year, for around two 
thirds of the companies. 

This improvement has also 
had positive reflections on em- 
ployment, with a subtle rise in 
the number of people working in 
the industry having been de- 
tected. 

‘ ‘Even though four in five com- 
panies affirm that their number 
of employees has stayed the 
same, those who say it has risen 
are more than those who say the 
number has diminished”, ex- 
plained APICCAPS. 

Regarding the state of negotia- 
tions, more companies say that 
business is “good” than those 
who perceive business to be 
“bad”. 

In fact the ratio of those who 
have a positive opinion on the 
health ofbusiness in comparison 
to those who think it is poor is 
the highest it has been since 
2001. 

Three out of four companies 
think business is “sufficient”. 


Forty-three percent of busi- 
nesses say that the number of 
orders has stabilised; 27 percent 
claim they have increased, while 
29 percent believe orders have 
diminished. Companies who in- 
clude a significant number of their 
own designs in collections ap- 
pear to be those faring the best. 

But despite the apparent over- 
all pick-up in the industry, 
APICCAPS has not hidden its 
“concern” regarding stock sup- 
plies and the “radical rise” in the 
prices of raw materials, which 
have increased by more than 30 
percent. 

This is of particular concern to 
the industry as prices of raw 
materials represent “more than 
half of the overall cost of foot- 
wear” production. 

“ W e are halfway through pro- 
ducing collections and at this 
point it is very hard to renegoti- 
ate prices that have already been 
agreed with clients”, a source 
from the Association told Lusa 
News Agency. 

Another cause for concern is 
the set of austerity measures that 
were recently announcedby vari- 
ous European governments. 

“We export 95 percent of pro- 
duction and these measures will 
certainly imply a drop in con- 
sumption”, the Association an- 
ticipated. 

Even so, footwear companies 
are overall “very optimistic” re- 
garding the second quarter of 
2010. For the first time in two 
years more companies predict a 
rise in production than those who 
think production will drop. 

One such company is Ferreira 
Avelar & Irmao, which was 
founded in 1 947 and in 2009 reg- 
istered more than €5 million in 
revenue and exported 97 percent 
of its production. 

Currently managed by the 
third generation of the Avalar 
family, who founded the com- 
pany, 40 percent of Ferreira 
Avelar & Irmao ’s production is 
from their own designs. Last year 
the company produced some 
95,000 pairs of shoes, with cli- 
ents including Nicolas Sarkozy, 
Cristiano Ronaldo, Figo, Hugh 
Jackman and Michael Buble. Fif- 
teen percent of its own collection 
is sold under the company’s 
name; 25 percent of production 
is sold under a different name. 

Overall, 40 percent of produc- 
tion is sent to France; 30 percent 
is sold to Holland and 1 0 percent 
to Germany. 

The remaining production is 
distributed amongst the USA, 
Australia, China, Japan, the UK, 
Sweden, Spain and Portugal, 
where F erreira Avelar & Irmao ’ s 
shoes are only available in high- 
range Sacoor, Dielmar and 
Agostini stores.

Foreign Minister 
denies row with PM 
over budget limits 

Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado has claimed 
there is no friction between him and Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates over the issue of imposing constitutional 
limits to government spending. 


Minister Amado had sup- 
ported, earlier in the month, 
Germany’s plan to impose 
eonstitutional limits on its 
pub lie budget defied. 

Jose Soerates publiely 
stated, in June 4 eomments in 
the nation’s parliament, that 
he does not agree with budget 
limits and that his government 
has no plans to introduee them: 
“The answer to that is no. I do 
not favour [defied restrie- 
tions].” 

Portuguese daily newspa- 
per “i” wrote last week that 
Minister Amado might “aban- 
don the government”. The re- 
port was denied by govern- 
ment sourees. 

“I only wanted to open a de- 
bate”, Mr. Amado said last Fri- 


day. “Germany ehose to rein- 
foree its internal budgetary dis- 
eipline meehanism (...) and I 
believe all states [oftheEU] will 
eventually have to take similar 
measures, not neeessarily 
eopying the German eonstitu- 
tional amendment.” 

Amado added, however, that 
“in no way” did he feel that his 
authority was questioned by 
Mr. Soerates’ statements. 

“We have different views on 
a lot of issues. Somedifferenees 
here and there mean nothing 
more than that, not everyone 
thinks alike”, Mr. Amado 
added. 

“The prime minister doesn’t 
agree withme on that issue, but 
that is the end of that.”

In a speeeh on ‘ Portugal Day’ 
last Thursday, the president said 
the erisis required the sidelining 
of “partisan and ideologieal quar- 
rels” and the ereation of a “eon- 
traet of national eohesion’ ’ among 
all forees and seetors of soeiety.

on the sidelines of the June 10 
national day eelebrations, disa- 
greed with the president, saying 
the eountry faeed a “diffieult situ- 
ation”, like “all other European 
eountries”, rather than an “un- 
sustainable” predieament. 

Prime Minister Soerates said 
Cavaeo Silva’ s eall for unity and 
eonsensus had been primarily 


direeted at workers and employ- 
ers at a time of deep belt-tighten- 
ing. 

He said austerity measures 
negotiated with the main oppo- 
sition Soeial Demoerats to reduee 
Lisbon’ s swollen defieit quiekly 
were “jusf ’ and in line withpoli- 
eies adopted in other EU nations.

A poll published ahead of the 2010 World 
Blood Donor Day that was held on Monday 
shows that 37 percent of Europeans have 
given blood. Thisfigure, however, ismuch 
lower for Portugal, where it currently 
stands at only 22 percent. 


The Eurobarometer survey in- 
dieates a sixpereent inerease sinee 
the last survey was eondueted in 
2002 in EU- 1 5 . The eountries re- 
vealed to have the highest levels 
of blood donation are Austria (66 
pereent), Franee (52 pereent), 
Greeee (5 1 pereent) and the Re- 
publie of Cyprus (5 1 pereent). 

Despite lagging behind their 
European eounterparts in donat- 
ing blood, 61 pereent of Portu- 
guese believed blood transfu- 
sions are now safer than they 
were a deeade ago as opposed to 
57 pereent of Europeans. 

Over half of Europeans are 
willing to donate organs aeeord- 


ing to a Eurobarometer survey on 
organ donation also published 
late last week. 

Established in 2005, World 
Blood Donor Day is eelebrated 
on 14th June to raise global 
awareness about the need for safe 
blood and regular voluntary 
blood donation.

World Health Organisation 
(WHO) , the International F edera- 
tion of Red Cross and Red Cres- 
eent Soeieties (IFRC), the Inter- 
national Soeiety of Blood Trans- 
fusion (ISBT) and the Interna- 
tional F ederation of Blood Donor 
Organisations (IFODS).

EU bathing water quality 
remains high 

The annual bathing water report presented by the 
European Commission andthe European 
Environment Agency shows that 96 percent of coastal 
bathing areas and 90 percent of bathing sites in rivers 
and lakes complied with minimum standards in 2009. 


The report also describes 
where to obtain detailed and up- 
to-date information on bathing 
sites. Environment Commis- 
sioner Janez Potocnik said, 
“Over the last thirty years, EU 
and national legislation has sig- 
nificantly improved the quality 
of Europe ’ s bathing waters but 
our work does not end there. 
Despite our decade-long track 
record of high quality, we need 
to keep up the effort constantly 
to both improve and maintain 
what we have achieved.” 
Professor Jacqueline 
McGlade, Executive Director 
of the European Environment 
Agency, added, “Further im- 
provement to Europe’s bath- 


ing water quality requires citi- 
zen involvement. This means, 
first and foremost, finding out 
and understanding the current 
state of our environment and 
then demanding cleaner water 
from relevant authorities. Our 
web-based tools provide citi- 
zens easy access to environ- 
mental information as well as a 
platform to voice their obser- 
vations.” 

Efforts to improve the qual- 
ity of bathing waters should be 
seen in the context of Europe ’ s 
efforts to achieve a good eco- 
logical and environmental sta- 
tus in accordance with the EU 
Water and Marine Framework 
Directives.

Three out of four University 
students confess to copying 


A ground-breaking study car- 
ried out in ten Portuguese univer- 
sities has found that three out of 
four University students resort 
to cheating during exams by copy- 
ing answers; it was also found that 
students in the Alentejo were 
most prone to copying. 

The study was carried out in 
ten public universities, amongst 
students of Economy and Busi- 
ness Management courses. 

Published last month in the 
Journal of Academic Ethics, 
based on answers from 2,675 
students, it transpired that copy- 
ing is increasingly common as 
end-of-year exams approach. 

“It has been noted that dishon- 
est behaviour increases towards 
the end of courses. I think this is 
the result of added pressure to 
attain good grades and enter the 
competitive work market”, Au- 
rora Castro Teixeira, one of the 
study’s authors, told Lusa News 
Agency. 

But, she said, there is a “big 
difference” between girls and 
boys. 

“Twenty percent more male 
students admitted to copying 
than female students”. 

Another of the study’ s revela- 
tions showed that there is “sig- 
nificant heterogeneity in terms of 
regions”.

Alentejo emerged with a much 
higher tendency to copy”, Aurora 
Teixeira explained, stressingthat 
eight out often students from the 
Alentejo admitted to copying. 

At the opposite end of the 
scale, students in the Azores and 
Madeira are amongst those who 
abide by the rules most stead- 
fastly. 

More than half of Azorean stu- 
dents claim to never have copied 
or cheated in exams, followedby 
41.7 percent of students in Ma- 
deira. 

On mainland Portugal, copy- 
ing was more rife amongst stu- 
dents from the interior of the 
country than those from along 
the coastline. 

Overall, around 60 percent of 
Portugal’s students are prone to 
copying in exams, with the large 
majority of cheating students 
believing that if they are caught 
the consequences will not be sig- 
nificant. Therefore, 5 1 .4 percent 
of participants in the study con- 
sidered copying to be “not seri- 
ous” and “not very relevant”. 

Furthermore, 90 percent of 
participants in the study admit- 
ted to having copied at some 
point in high school. 

As well as more traditional 
forms of copying, now there are 
new forms of cheating which in- 
clude sophisticated techniques 


being shared over the Internet. 

One such technique used in 
Portugal involves reproducing 
soft-drink bottle labels and re- 
placing the standard small-print 
with answers and handy content 
for exams.

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Abortion laws slash sales of ‘Morning After’ pill 



Sales of the morning after pill in Portugal have plummeted, according to national pharmacies, which 
between July 2009 and May 2010 ordered 52,355 fewer boxes of the pill, 23.9 percent less, than 
during the same period of the previousyear. 


The consumption of the emer- 
gency contraception pill has been 
on a gradual decline since 2007, 
but it has dropped dramatically 
in the past 12 months. 

From 2007 to 2008 sales 
dropped by 8.5 percent, which 
means the demand for emer- 
gency contraception has fallen 
since new abortion laws were in- 
troduced in July 2007. 

The so-called ‘morning after’ 
pill has been on sale in Portugal 
for 1 0 years. During its first year 
on the shelves some 50,000 boxes 
were purchased. 

And consumption steadily 
rose to peak at 250,000 units a 
year, in 2006. 

F ollowing the approval of the 
voluntary pregnancy termina- 
tion (IV G) law, which was imple- 
mented on July 15*, 2007, a re- 
versal of the trend in consump- 
tion of emergency contraception 
began to show. This turn-around 
picked up pace until 2008, when 
the first documented drop in 
sales was registered. 

Miguel Oliveira e Silva, obste- 
trician and professor of ethics, 
describes the gradual decline in 
morning after pill sales as “Sig- 
nificant, and means that people 
are enjoying a more responsible 



sex-life”. 

“It is a positive drop”, he con- 
tinued, adding “unless the reduc- 
tion of morning after pill con- 
sumption translates into arise in 
the number of abortions carried 
out up until ten weeks of gesta- 
tion; in that case the situation has 
worsened. 

“We need more time to evalu- 
ate and study [the situation]”, he 
concluded. 

In2009 19,572 voluntary abor- 
tions were carried out, 16.2 per- 
cent more than in 2008 (when 
1 6,839 terminations were carried 
out), a year that had also regis- 
tered arise in relation to the sec- 
ond quarter of 2007, after the in- 
troduction of the new law. 

Elisabete Souto, who is re- 
sponsible for the national Fam- 
ily Planning Association’s 
(APF) ‘Options’ helpline, be- 
lieves the increase in the number 
of IVG’s is “normal”, and hap- 
pens “in all countries where vol- 
untary abortions are legalised”. 

A survey carried out by the 
APF, based on phone calls re- 
ceived in 2008, revealed that 67 
percent of the women who had 
fallen pregnant and sought the 
association’ s help had used con- 
traception. 


Paternity tests to be sold in supermarkets? 



Paternity tests that have been banned by 
Portugal's medicine regulating authority 
Infarmed from being sold in pharmacies 
could soon be found on sale in 
supermarkets and hypermarkets, 
accordingtothe product's manufacturers. 


A s the only paternity 
test to be sold in 
pharmacies the 
.‘UNODNA Trust’ 
was, last Tuesday, banned from 
sale by Infarmed after it ruled 
“the paternity tests are not 
considered a medical device for 
in vitro diagnoses as they are not 
meant for a medical purpose”. 


The ‘UNODNA Trust’ com- 
pares male and infant DNA by 
using two sample gathering kits, 
which are then sent to a labora- 
tory for analysis. 

The final results are sent to 
the individual via an IT system, 
after the client installs a compu- 
ter programme included with the 
test. 



i CASHiCARnrOPEMTOTHEPmiC 
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Prior to its banning, Mario 
Mendes, who is responsible for 
UNODNA’ s commercialisation 
in Portugal, said sales were “go- 
ing well” and that the objective 
was to make the test available in 
at least 1 ,800 pharmacies. 

However, following 

Infarmed’s decisionlast week, Mr. 
Mendes publicly announced that 
he “agreed” with the ruling and 


granted that the test “is not a medi- 
cal device”. 

He nevertheless lamented the 
authority’s justification that the 
tests should only be available from 
“reputable establishment where 
serious people work”. 

“We tried to create a different 
product, by an existing national 
company, and sell it in trustwor- 
thy places”, Mr. Mendes argued. 


“We invested in safety and 
transparency and we tried to 
avoid risky means of distribu- 
tion, like the Internet, but it 
seems none of that is of interest 
to Infarmed”, he said. 

He confirmed that 
UNODNA would continue to 
be sold and that various alter- 
natives were being analysed, 
such as supermarkets and hy- 


permarkets. 

“We are studying other chan- 
nels of distribution, like the 
Internet, which we would pref- 
erably like to avoid as it runs 
into obscure terrain. But 
Infarmed is pushing us towards 
it”, Mr. Mendes added. 

Each UNODNA test costs 
around €250 and “has no judi- 
cial validity”.

Food stuffs and medicines are the first items 
to be dashed from families shopping lists in 
an attempt to make savings wherever 
possible. 


In contradiction, superfluous 
items like mobile phones and ca- 
ble TV are still priorities to fami- 
lies trying to maintain a certain 
image despite the ongoing belt- 
tightening. 

During the first five months of 
this year Portugal’s consumer 
rights watchdog Deco was con- 
tacted by 5,500 families living 
below the breadline, who said the 
first cuts in the household budget 
were in supermarket and phar- 
macy products. 

“Regarding foodstuffs, the first 
savings were made by swapping 
well-known brands for own- 
brands, and families stopped pur- 
chasing more expensive prod- 
ucts” said Natalia Nunes, who is 
responsible for Deco’s support 
service for over-indebted families. 

Confronted with less money, 
families have also cut back on 
certain medicines, and in some 
cases have even refrained from 
buying necessary medicines pre- 
scribed by the doctor. 


“Some people don’t even sub- 
stitute their medication. They 
just pure and simply stop buy- 
ing them”, Natalia Nunes 
stressed. 

However, mobile phone bills 
and other multimedia service ex- 
penditures are met, seemingly at 
any cost. 

“Apparently, cutting back on 
food and medicine is easier for 
families trying to maintain a cer- 
tain lifestyle”, Natalia Nunes ex- 
plained, adding that there is also 
“great resistance” to selling fam- 
ily vehicles. 

Families resorting to Deco’s 
help generally consist of a cou- 
ple plus one child, with an aver- 
age income of € 1 ,500 per month. 

Natalia Nunes advises any 
family facing financial struggles 
to try and improve their money 
management, taking a severe ap- 
proach to spending less, by com- 
paring andrenegotiating fees with 
telecommunications operators 
and service providers. 


Sino-Lusophone

About 150 business leaders from mainland China and 
Macao will attendtheannual Sino-Lusophone business 
forum in Lisbon next week, organizers in Macao stated 
earlier in the week.

Unemployment in Portugal hits new high 


This week INEM revealed 
that its helicopters based in Lis- 
bon and Oporto would be 
grounded as part of the cost-cut- 
ting measure, with effect from 
July. 

De-activating other forms of 
rescue as well as reducing the 
amount of overtime worked to 
zero hours are two more contin- 
gency measures being imple- 
mented. 

In total ten contingency meas- 
ures will take effect over the next 
few weeks. 

INEM was officially hit by the 
crisis this week, when it an- 
nounced the emergency plan. 

In order to maintain ambu- 
lances and emergency response 
vehicles functioning the solution 
was to pay-off 175,000 hours of 
overtime, which cost more than 
two and a half million euros. 

In turn, regional INEM delega- 
tions have started to indentify 
other expenditures that they can 
slash. 

In Northern Portugal three 
basic life-support ambulances (a 
traditional ambulance with a crew 
of two technicians) from Miranda

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The truth behind the CE marking 


The marking signals that a 
product is in compliance with all 
relevant EU legislation, making it 
eligible to be marketed and sold 
throughout the EU, the European 
Commission said in a statement 
released this week. 

By affixing the CE marking on 
a product, a manufacturer is de- 
claring, under his sole responsibil- 
ity, conformity with all relevant 
legal requirements, in particular 
those which ensure health, safety, 
and environmental protection. 

Legal and economic repercus- 
sions of non-conformity abuse 
are so great that it will deter the 
vast majority of legitimate busi- 
nesses from not respecting these 
laws. This campaign is directed 
primarily at economic operators, 
to raise their awareness and un- 
derstanding of the CE marking. 

Industry and Entrepreneur- 
ship Commissioner, Vice-Presi- 
dent Antonio Tajani said: “We 
need to boost the visibility of and 
public trust in the CE marking. 
Our campaign aims to promote a 
better understanding of the mean- 
ing behind the marking and the 
purpose of its use. 

“However, this confidence is 
also dependent on the reliability 
of the system on which the CE 
mark is based. Thus it will boost 
consumer’s confidence and ben- 
efit producers and distributors”, 
the Commissioner added. 


Not all products sold in the EU 
need to bear the CE marking. It 
applies to approximately 23 dif- 
ferent product categories, such as 
toys, electrical products, ma- 
chinery, personal protective 
equipment and lifts. 

A CE marking does not indicate 
that a product was made in the 
EEA, but merely states that the 
product is assessed before it is 
placed on the market and there- 
fore satisfies the legislative re- 
quirements (e.g. a harmonised 
safety level). It means that the 
manufacturer has verified that the 
product complies with all rel- 
evant essential requirements (e.g. 
health and safety requirements) 
of the applicable directive(s) or 
has had it examined by a suitable 
conformity assessment body. 

F or products manufactured in 
the EU, it is the manufacturer’s 
responsibility to carry out the 
conformity assessment, to set up 
the technical file, to issue the EC 
declaration of conformity and to 
affix the CE marking on a prod- 
uct. Distributors must verify the 
presence of both the CE marking 
and the necessary supporting 
documentation. For products 
imported from a third country, 
the importer has to verify that 
the manufacturer outside the EU 
has undertaken the necessary 
steps and that the documentation 
is available upon request. 


Portugal open to prior EU 
assessment of its budget 


Portugal backs moves for 
prior EU evaluation of national 
budgets by Brussels so long as 
the “red line” of parliamentary 
pre-eminence is not crossed, a 
senior Lisbon official said. 

State Secretary for Euro- 
pean Affairs Pedro Lourtie told 
Lusa News Agency that Lis- 
bon was “favourable to the 
strengthening of (EU) govern- 
ance mechanisms at the level of 
economic coordination and 
coordination of economic poli- 
cies”. 

Mr. Lourtie cautioned, 
however, that initiatives in this 


direction must respect the 
“budget assessment compe- 
tence of [national] parlia- 
ments”, which he described as 
“a red line” that could not be 
violated. 

EU finance ministers reached 
agreement in principle on the 
idea of member states present- 
ing their budget guidelines to 
Brussels for prior evaluation 
each spring during the ECOFIN 
meeting last Monday and Tues- 
day in Luxembourg, according 
to European Council President 
Herman Van Rompuy.

Vivo bid is 
“take it or 
leave it”, 
Spain’s 
Telefonica 
says

Portugal Telecom's share 
in Brazil'sVivomobile 
phone operator is a "take 
or leave it" offer, sources 
withintheSpanish 
companytold Lusa News 
Agency. 

Telefonica offered€6.5 billion 
for PT’ s Vivo shares, and also of- 
fered to sell its 1 0 percent stake 
inPT to facilitate the deal. PT and 
Telefonica each have 50 percent 
of Brasilcel, a holding company 
that owns 60 percent of Vivo. 

PT’sboardjudgedthe offerto 
be inadequate given Vivo’ s “stra- 
tegic value”, and set a June 30 date 
for a shareholder assembly, in 
which a decision will be made on 
T elefonica’ s offer. 

“Webelievethe assembly will 
say ‘yes’ to the bid”, the 
Telefonica source told Lusa. 
“We ’ll have to wait and see.” 

Telefonica (itself a PT share- 
holder) ratcheted up the pressure 
on PT on Tuesday by proposing 
the Portuguese company pay a 1 
euro per share special dividend if 
the Vivo bid goes through.

Portugal to 

assist 

Libya in 

preparation 

ofEU- 

Afiica 

summit 

Portugal will assist 
Libya in preparing the 
3rd European Union- 
Africa summit, 
scheduled for 
November 29 and 30 in 
Tripoli, Portuguese 
Foreign Minister Luis 
Amado said this week. 

The first two EU-Africa 
summits, in 2000 and 2007, 
took place when Portugal 
held the EU presidency. 

“Since hoth the first and 
the second summits were 
organised hy Portugal, we 
were asked for support, and 
we will grant it” shortly, Mr. 
Amado said, after a meeting 
with his Libyan counter- 
part, Mussa Kussa, in Lux- 
embourg. 

Minister Amado added 
that Portugal’s Foreign Of- 
fice will aid T ripoli “both in 
political matters and logis- 
tics” over the next few 
months. TPN/Lusa 


Minister Amado, speaking to 
reporters before a meeting of EU 
eounterparts in Luxembourg, 
said an end to the Israeli bloek- 
ade of Gaza, whiehhe deseribed 
as “unsustainable” in humanitar- 
ian and politieal terms, eould only 
be envisaged within the frame- 
work of a future Palestinian state . 

“A solution for Gaza is part of 
the larger problem of the ereation 
and eonsolidation of a Palestin- 
ian state”, he said. 

The Gaza bloekade topped the 
agenda of the EU diplomatie 
meeting, an issue Lisbon ealled for 
the inelusion of after the deadly 
Israeli raid against a pro-Palestin- 


ian humanitarian eonvoy at sea 
on May 3 1 . 

“ W e believe that in the eontext 
of seeurity guarantees for Israel 
it’s possible to advanee towards 
an end to the bloekade”, Mr 
Amado said. “Obviously, this 
option is only possible if the 
whole problem of the edifieation 
of a Palestinian state is developed 
inparallel”. 

The international eommunity, 
“partieularly the EU, should in- 
erease pressure on all sides for the 
existenee of a [Palestinian state] 
plan as quieLy as possible”, 
Amado said.

Zambia eonsiders 
Portuguese in 
school 
curriculum 



Portugal and Zambia are preparing an 
accord for the introduction of Portuguese in 
the African country's school curriculum, 
according to a senior Lisbon official. 


State Secretary for Communi- 
ties Antonio Braga told Lusa 
News Agency last week in the 
South African capital Pretoria he 
had held favourable talks on the 
issue with officials in Lusaka 
amid discussions on strength- 
ened cultural and economic ties. 

The two sides had agreed, he 
said, to study an accord under 
which Portugal would provide 
training resources for Zambian 
teachers and Lusaka would in- 
clude Portuguese in its school 
curriculum. 

The hinterland African nation 
is sandwiched between two 
Lusophone countries, Angola 


and Mozambique. SouthAfrica, 
the region’s economic power- 
house, hosts a large Portuguese 
expatriate community. 

Braga, who visited Lusaka last 
Wednesday, described the expan- 
sion of Portuguese in southern 
Africa as “certain”, saying the 
Zambian initiative was “a very 
relevant opportunity” for Lisbon 
to promote its language promo- 
tion policy in the region. 

Portugal recently achieved 
similar agreements with the 
Congo Republic and with the 
Canadian province of British 
Columbia.

Portugal ready to 
serve as EU-Zimbabwe 
go-between 

Portugal is ready to promote a "platform of 
dialogue" between isolated Zimbabwe and the 
European Union, which has renewed sanctions 
againstthe African country, a senior Lisbon official 
saidthis week. 


The offer was made by vis- 
iting State Secretary for Com- 
munities Antonio Braga after 
talks with the Zimbabwean 
government in Harare. 

Mr Braga told Lusa News 
Agency he had informed Vice- 
Prime Minister Thokozani 
Khupe and Foreign Minister 
Simbarashe Mumbengegwi of 
Lisbon’s readiness to serve as 
a broker despite its sharing the 
EU view that Zimbabwe had 


fallen short in its power- shar- 
ing scheme. 

Early this year, Brussels re- 
newed its sanctions against 
Harare’s pro-Mugabe elite for 
another 12 months. 

The sanctions aim to press 
President Robert Mugabe to 
implement fully concessions 
made to the former opposition 
forces led by current Prime 
Minister Morgan T svangirai.

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Elderly being kept in the family home longer to help pay bills 


Hospitals and care institutions 
across the country are emptier, 
with families opting to keep eld- 
erly and infirm relatives at home 
as opposed to paying fortheir care. 
In some cases the number of pa- 
tients being intentionally removed 
from institutions for these reasons 
has doubled. 

In return, pensions are wel- 
come as an alternative means of 
survival, substituting a salary for 
families that have been left on the 
breadline by unemployment. 
Situations where entire families 
are living off the pension of one 
elderly person have been docu- 
mented. 

On a positive note, in some 
hospitals the number of elderly 
people occupying beds, who had 
already been discharged but had 
nowhere else to go has dimin- 
ished. For example, in the Hos- 
pital dos Capuchos, during the 
firsthalf of2009, 90 cases of such 
“social re-arrangements” were 
registered; twice as many as in the 
same period for the previous 
year. 

A hospital source said there is 
an increasing number of “grand- 
children and children who need 
these elderly citizens’ money”. 

“Behind the figures is this re- 
ality: they are available to look 
after the elderly because they are 
unemployed”. 

Manuel Lemos, President of 
the Portuguese Charitable Insti- 
tution Union, expressed concern 
that this is being done “at the ex- 
pense of the elderly person’s

timeto careforthem, householdsalso benefit from incoming pensions. 



quality of life”. 

He gave the example an in- 
stance where “a family generates 
huge pressure [on an institution 
to take on an elderly or infirm fam- 
ily member] because their home 
is too small and the elderly per- 
son needs lots of healthcare; six 
months later they drop out of 
wanting a place in the institution, 
because they have the time to 
spare, though the house is still too 
small and the elderly person still 
requires lots of care”. 

Nevertheless Portugal’s wel- 
fare, private and charitable insti- 
tutions still have waiting lists that 
are impossibly long. In institu- 
tions belonging to the social wel- 
fare system alone there are some 
50,000 placement requests. 

“When one elderly person 
leaves another one immediately 
fills their place”, Manuel Lemos 
said. 

Even so, just 3.5 percent of 
Portugal’s over-6 5s live in insti- 
tutions, the rest live with family 
members or alone.

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Portugal on right track in human trafficking fight

A report released this week by the U.S. Department of 
State has found that Portugal is on the "right track" in its 
combat againstthe trafficking of human beings. 


However, while praising some 
of the progress made by the coun- 
try, the report, released by 
Hillary Clinton, places the coun- 
try in Tier 2, having been placed 
in the top tier in the last report 
published in 2006. 

This ‘demotion’ appears more 
to be the result of Portugal not 
supplying its latest figures on 
human trafficking to W ashington 
rather than it having failed to 
make any progress the past four 
years. 

“Portugal is a destination, a 
transit point, and source country 
for women, men, and children 
subjected to trafficking in per- 
sons, specifically forced prosti- 
tution and forced labour”, the re- 
port of Portugal starts off, add- 
ing: “Trafficking victims in Por- 
tugal are from Brazil, Eastern 
Europe, and Africa.” 

According to one NGO, ex- 
plains the U.S. Department of 
State, some Portuguese girls are 
subjected to forced prostitution 
within the country. Men from 
Eastern European countries and 
Brazil are subjected to forced la- 
bour in agriculture, construction, 
hotels, and restaurants. 


Washington also criticised the 
Portuguese government for not 
fully complying with the mini- 
mum standards for the elimina- 
tion of trafficking, but concedes 
“it is making significant efforts to 
do so”. 

Praise was also handed down 
to the country for “achieving a 
significant milestone in its anti- 
trafficking law enforcement ef- 
forts” when it prosecuted a sex 
trafficking case resulting in the 
highest penalties ever handed 
down for a trafficking crime in 
Portugal. 

In this case, the government 
convicted eight trafficking of- 
fenders for forcing 23 Romanian 
girls into prostitution, resulting 
in an average sentence of 1 2 years 
in prison. In previous years, 
courts suspended the sentences 
for the maj ority of convicted traf- 
fickers in Portugal. 

The U.S. Department of State 
also praised the Portuguese gov- 
ernment for taking the lead in co- 
ordinating and implementing an 
EU-wide database to develop, 
consolidate, and share common 
indicators on trafficking among 
partner countries. 


EU welcomes mobile 
operators' work on child 
safety 


European Commission Vice- 
President forthe Digital Agenda 
Neelie Kroes has welcomed 
progress made by mobile 
phone operators on their 
progress to keep children safe 
while using mobile phones, but 
urged operators to raise par- 
ents’ awareness of new poten- 
tial risks children face when 
using smart phones (such as 
easier access to adult content on 
the internet). 

A report recently published 
by the GSM Association, the 
trade body of the mobile phone 
industry, shows that 9 1 compa- 
nies are putting in place at na- 
tional level the measures agreed 
in a Europe-wide voluntary 
agreement brokered by the Eu- 
ropean Commission in 2007 . 

National self-regulatory 


codes based on the European 
framework now exist in 25 
Member States, which means 
that 96 percent of all EU mobile 
subscribers are benefitting from 
this agreement. 

Commissioner Neelie Kroes 
said: “Keeping young people 
safe online is a key commitment 
of the Digital Agenda for Eu- 
rope, which is why I welcome 
today’s report which demon- 
strates that the mobile phone 
companies are taking their re- 
sponsibilities seriously. How- 
ever, I call on the mobile indus- 
try to make sure that people of 
all ages fully understand the 
risks, and whereto find help, as 
parents are often not as tuned 
into the latest developments in 
mobile phones as the younger 
generation.” 



Algarve democrats slam closure of 
22 primaiy schools 

□ Regional Democratic Party PSD/Algarve has this week slammed the proposed closure of 22 primary 
schools in the Algarve, some north of the A22A/ia do Infante, others in municipalities that also contest 
the move. 


The proposal was issued under 
a new Governmental law that fore- 
sees the closure of all primary 
schools with fewer than 2 1 pu- 
pils. It was announced two weeks 
ago that some 500 primary 
schools with fewer than 20 pupils 
will gradually be closed down as 
of September, some before that 
month, as part of a Governmental 
school-network reorganization 
plan. This will coincide with the 
beginning of the new school year. 

Last week it was announced 
two primary schools and a pre- 
school establishment in 
Condeixa-a-Nova are to close. 
Condeixa-a-Nova’s local town 
hall confirmed it is considering the 
closure of two primary schools 
before the start of the next school 


year, both of which have fewer 
than 21 pupils. 

This week it emerged that 22 
primary schools in the Algarve 
are in the firing line. 

PSD/Algarve has said it has 
“pondered all the pros and cons 
of the proposed shut-down and 
has decided to pronounce itself 
against it”. 

According to a list published 
by the Observatorio do Algarve, 
primary schools in Salema, 
Burgau and Barao de Sao Miguel 
(Vila do Bispo), Faro and 
Medronhal (Faro), Malhao, 
Ribeira Alta and Pedreira 
(Silves), Livramento (Tavira), 
Azinhal, Odeleite and Junqueira 
(Olhao) , Areeiro, P 090 Novo, 
Clareanes, Cortelha and 


Queren 9 a (Louie) will close. 

In Sao Bras de Alportel the 
Almargens primary school is ex- 
pected to shut down, along with 
other establishments in ValeD’el 
Rei (Lagoa), and Almadena and 
Espiche (Lagos). 

The closure of a school in 
Marmelete (Monchique) is still 
under revision, while another in 
Alcoutim, which was initially ex- 
pected to close, was left off the 
list after the transfer of students 
from that school was considered 
“inadmissible”. 

The Government predicted 
that, as part of an initial closure 
plan, some 55 schools would not 
re-open at the start of the new 
school year in September. 

Definite figures will be con- 


firmed on June 15th. 

The Government guaranteed 
that “pupils will only be dis- 
rupted if they can be sent to 
schools with better teaching and 
learning conditions to guarantee 
equality and opportunities”. 

Other conditions that the 
Government determines as essen- 
tial for a school remaining open 
are the existence of a “canteen, IT 
rooms, and rooms for teaching 
English and music”. 

In total there are currently 
3,200 primary schools in Portu- 
gal, ofwhich 600 have lessthan 20 
pupils. Approximately 470,000 
children attend primary school at 
present. It is estimated that this 
measure will affect some 1 0,000 
primary-school students.

Newfiiendship/ 
cooperation treaty 
caps first Lisbon- 
Praia summit 



Portugal and Cape Verde have boosted 
traditionally strong ties with the signing of 
a Friendship and Cooperation Treaty and 
other accords in a wide range of fields. 


The two countries’ prime min- 
isters described the first bilateral 
cooperation summit held last 
week as an “historic” turning 
point in relations between the 
former colonial power and the 
African archipelago that is widely 
regarded for its good governance 
and economic development. 

Jose Socrates of Portugal and 
Jose MariaNeves of Cape Verde 
agreed that future, rotating- venue 
summits would take place every 
two years. 

Beyond the treaty, which set 
up a new framework for coopera- 
tion, the two government delega- 
tions inked 1 1 accords, protocols 
and memorandums of under- 
standing in the fields of defence, 
education, renewable energies, 
information technology, culture 
and gender equality, among oth- 
ers. 

“There is a before and after in 
this summit” regarding relations 
between Lisbon and Cidade da 
Praia, Mr Socrates said. 

He expressed “the greatest 
pride” in the large Cape Verdean 
immigrant community in Portu- 
gal and praised the “quality of 
governance” and “absolutely 
notable” economic progress 


achieved by the archipelago of 
less than 500,000 people since its 
independence in 1 97 5 . 

“We made history today and 
I’m sure we ’ 11 go far on this jour- 
ney” together, Mr. Neves said in 
turn. 

The Cape Verdean leader said 
he hoped bilateral cooperation in 
the renewable energies sector, a 
pioneering field for Portugal, 
would lead to a “stronger” Por- 
tuguese presence throughout 
West Africa. 

He also underlined the impor- 
tance of the defence agreement for 
maritime security, noting it 
would bolster the fight against 
narcotics and people-trafficking, 
and clandestine immigration. 

During the summit, Praia reaf- 
firmed its support for Lisbon’s 
bid for a non-permanent UN Se- 
curity Council seat for the 2011- 
2012 term. TPN/Lusa

NGOs chastise 
Portugal for not 
fulfilling aid 
commitments 

The Portuguese Non-Governmental 
Organisations Platform (NGOP) has lamented 
that Portugal's commitments in terms of 
development aid continue to be unfulfilled. 


“Of course you have to 
consider the financial crisis, 
but the fact is that Portugal, 
as well as every European 
Union member state, under- 
took a commitment” to in- 
crease its development aid to 
0,51 percent of GDP, and to 
increase it to 0,7 percent of 
GDP until 2015, said Cesar 
Neto, NGOP spokesman. 

Portugal’s development 
aid, according to an Aidwatch 
report published in Brussels 
late last week, amounted 
only to 0.23 percent of GDP 
in 2009, below the stated tar- 


get and in fact below the 0.27 
percent figure for 2008. 

“Looking at the numbers, 
we understand how hard it 
will be [for Portugal to fulfil 
its commitments], but what 
we ask is that, at the least, 
Portugal be able to increase 
its development aid”, Mr 
Neto said,

Augusto Silva dos Santos 
spoke to news agency Lusa at the 
end of ameeting that gathered aU 
NATO’ s Ministers for Defense 
inBmssels, where plans of reduc- 
ing the number of the Atlantic’ s 
Alliance structures was dis- 
cussed, such as military com- 
pounds and agencies. 

The Ministerfor Defense said 
there are no reasons to worry 
about the Oeiras Joint Eorces 
Command as atthe moment only 
studies regarding the reduction of 
establishments are being carried 


out, with closures only taking place 
if the reform is approved in Lis- 
bon’ s summit next November. 
Eurthermore, geographical nature 
will not be a factor in the assess- 
ment of the establishments to be 
closed, the reason why Oeiras Joint 
Eorces Command has not been 
considered.

Portimao declares war on street 
vendors 

Portimao Town Hall and PSP officers issued twenty fines to street 
vendors on Praia da Rocha’ s main street last Friday for not possess- 
ing obligatory licences. 

Besides the fines issued by authorities, several items were confis- 
cated from the street salesmen, such as African handicrafts, toys, 
handbags, sunglasses and paintings. 

This operation is part of the council’ s strategy, in conjunction with 
the PSP, to control the use of public walkways and discipline those 
not complying with the law. Several other operations are planned in 
other areas of Portimao. 

Two suspected drug dealers arrested 
in Faro 

Two men, aged 36 and 50, were arrested in Faro last Saturday after 
PSP officers said they found 560 individual doses of heroine, eight 
individual doses of cocaine, sixteen mobile phones and €400 in cash 
in their possession. 

Both men were suspected of supplying heroin to drug addicts of 
the region’ s capital city and surrounding areas, said the police, who 
arrested the men during an operation looking to control drug traffick- 
ing in the city. 

In a statement released by the PSP, both individuals were caught 
with “560 individual doses of heroin, eight individual doses of co- 
caine, a van, around €400 in cash, sixteen mobile phones and material 
used for drug trafficking activity, which both had been carrying out 
for several months.”

□ Enjoying a vacation in the Algarve could turn 
out more expensive than travelling to some 
of the Caribbean's most popular 
destinationsfor an all-inclusive holiday, a 
report by state-owned Lusa News Agency 
suggests. 


Should those opting for a 
‘Staycation’ , as urged by Portu- 
gal’ s President Cavaco Silva, 
chose to holiday in the Algarve 
they could face spending the 
same on a week’ s holiday in Por- 
tugal as travelling to the Carib- 
bean. 

One week in the Algarve, in a 
five-star hotel including break- 
fast, could cost a couple in the 
region of €1,500. 

However, a week’s all-inclu- 
sive package (which includes all 
transport, food and beverages 
within the resort of choice) to 
destinations such as PuntaCana 
(Dominican Republic), Mexico 
(Riviera Maya), or Venezuela 
(Margarita Island), costs in the 
region of €2,000. 

Alternatively, the Portuguese 
could opt to ‘Staycate’ on the Is- 
lands of the Azores or Madeira, 
where the most affordable 
seven-night bed and breakfast 
package in a4-starhotel costs in 
the region of €450 and €600 re- 


spectively. 

However, more direct compe- 
tition comes in the form of the 
Spanish Isles, such as Majorca, 
where an identical package costs 
in the region of €700, including 
flights and half-board in a 4- star 
hotel (breakfast and evening 
meal). 

Last weekend President 
Cavaco Silva voiced his concern 
about Portugal’ s “serious” eco- 
nomic situation and urged the 
nation to holiday within the 
country, to help overcome the 
financial struggles.

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How to Run an Inquiry: Bloody Sunday 

In the aftermath of the bloody events on the aid ship Mavi Marmara, where nine pro- 
Palestinian activists were killed by Israeli commandos on 31 May, Israel has set up a judicial 
inquiry into the affair. Since Israeli prime minister Binyamin Netanyahu, who chose the 
members of the inquiry, has already described the victims as "violent Turkish terror 
extremists" on a "ship of hate", some people doubtthatthe investigation will be impartial.

On 1 5 June, the seeond inquiry 
into “Bloody Sunday” in the 
Northern Irish city of Derry, 
where fourteen civil rights march- 
ers were killed by British para- 
troops on 30 January, 1972, de- 
livered its report. The first peo- 
ple to see it were the relatives of 
the victims. On the whole, they 
seemed satisfied. 

The British inquiry was 
chaired by Lord Saville, a former 
High Court judge. Since the in- 
quiry involved the British Army, 
the other two members were sen- 
ior judges fromNew Zealand and 
Canada, not from Britain. And 
the Saville inquiry’s report was 
utterly damning. 

It said that none of the casual- 
ties had guns, and that there were 
“no instances where it appeared 
to us that soldiers either were or 
might have been justified in fir- 
ing.” The paratroops gave no 
warnings before they started 
shooting, and a number of sol- 
diers afterwards “knowingly put 
forward false accounts in order to 
seek to justify their firing.” 

The report also said bluntly 
that the soldiers had lost their self 
control, “forgetting or ignoring 
their instructions and training, 
and failing to satisfy themselves 
that they had identified targets 
posing a threat of causing death 
or serious injury. . .There was a 
serious and widespread loss of 
fire discipline.” Neither their 
commanders nor the British gov- 
ernment wanted to kill innocent 
people, but they were to blame 
for it nevertheless. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron, disclosing the conclu- 
sions of the report to the House 
of Commons in London, did not 
pull his punches either. “ Y ou do 
not defend the British Army by 
defendingthe indefensible. There 
is no doubt. There is nothing 
equivocal. There are no ambigui- 
ties. It. Was. Wrong.” And he 
apologised on behalf of the Brit- 
ish state, without qualifications. 

If a similarly impartial tribu- 
nal inquired into the events that 
occurred aboard the Gaza-bound 
aid ship last month, it would 
probably come to identical con- 
clusions . W e know enough about 
confrontations where none of the 
soldiers or police die, but lots of 
the demonstrators/protesters/ri- 
oters do, to understand the psy- 
chology and the crowd dynam- 
ics of it. 

That impartial inquiry would 
probably conclude that there was 
a “serious and widespread loss of 
fire discipline” among the Israeli 
commandos (five of the nine dead 
civilians were shot in the back or 
the back of the head). It would 
also probably find that few if any 
of the activists had lethal weap- 
ons, or acted in ways that justi- 
fied killing them. 

The report would almost cer- 
tainly agree that nobody in au- 
thority in Israel intended a mas- 
sacre, but that the government and 
the military must still bear the 
blame for the killings. Like the 
Saville report, it would not talk 
of “murder” or “unlawfulkilling”, 
but it would leave the door open 


for prosecutions by the appro- 
priate authorities. And the Israeli 
prime minister, of course, would 
apologise on behalf ofthenation. 

All of this may well come to 
pass in Israel - in 2048, thirty- 
eight years from now. Because 
that is how long it took the Brit- 
ish government to get from the 
Widgery report, the original 
whitewash that was produced 
only months after the Bloody 
Sunday massacre, to the Saville 
report. 

Lord Chief Justice Widgery’ s 
report in 1972 was a shameless 
cover-up that blamed the victims : 
“There is a strong suspicion that 
some (of the dead and wounded) 
had been firing weapons or han- 
dling bombs in the course of the 
afternoon.” And, of course, it ex- 
onerated the soldiers: “There is 
no reason to suppose that the 
soldiers would have opened fire 
if they had not been fired upon 
first.” 

Those lies stood for 38 years, 
which is why the first people to 
be shown Saville ’s report this 
weekwere the victims’ families. 
It won’t bring the dead back to 
life, but it is a reckoning of sorts. 
The British government is a slow 
learner, but it does learn. 

T ony Blair, back when he was 
still a new and popular figure, 
ordered this second inquiry into 
Blood Sunday in 1998. Only 
twelve years and £191 million 
($283 million) later, it has finally 
seen the light. 

Israel has appointed ex-Su- 
preme Court judge Y aakov T irkel, 
retired Israeli army officer Amos 
Horev, and Shabbtai Rosen, an 
Israeli professor of international 
law, to the current inquiry, but the 
only two foreign members are 
observers who have no vote, so 
this will probably be Israel’s 
Widgery report. There maybe an 
Israeli version ofthe Saville report 
eventually, but not this year or 
next. 

Who knows? By 204 1 , only 3 8 
years late, the United States may 
even hold an inquiry into the 
“loss of fire discipline” by US 
paratroops in F alluja in 2003 , the 
massacre of Sunni Arab youths 
that sparked the Iraqi resistance 
to the American occupation of 
Iraq. But not yet.

ETA link denied 



Portugal'scriminal police {Policia 
Judiciaria, PJ) have ruled out any 
connection between Basque separatist 
group ETA and the theft of half a ton of 
explosives from a Nelas (Viseu, 
Northeast Portugal) quarry. 


PJ sources told Lusa News 
Agency on Wednesday that the 
probable motive behind the Sun- 
day theft of 500 kilos of a nitro- 
glycerin-based substance was 
“resale on the black market”. 

The ETA link was suggested 
in statements by Spain’ s Interior 
Minister Alfredo Perez 
Rubalcaba, who told Portuguese 
&a\\y Didrio de Notwias that in- 
vestigators wanted to find out 
“whether this was a case of com- 
mon theft or if ETA is involved”. 


Perez Rubalcaba also said, 
however, that “so far there is no 
information linking the theft to 
ETA”. 

PJ sources confirmed that 
Spain’ s Guardia Civil was alerted 
about the theft, but only as “a 
matter of routine procedure” 
since “international cooperation 
standards” imply notifying 
neighbouring countries when- 
ever large amounts of explosives 
are stolen.

Plan to bring legal 
certainty to cross-border 
divorces approved 

The European Parliament, meeting in Strasbourg on 
Wednesday, has approved a European Commission 
plan to allow 14 EU countries to implement rules 
giving international couplestheabilityto agree on 
which lawwould applytotheir divorce. 


The approval follows a re- 
quest from nine EU Member 
States, which wanted to move 
forward after a 2006 Commis- 
sion proposal became dead- 
locked in the Council. EU Jus- 
tice Ministers endorsed the 
measure on 4 June. 

The new solution will help 
couples of different nationali- 
ties, those living apart in differ- 
ent countries or those living to- 
gether in a country other than 
their home country. It is the first 
time in EU history that EU coun- 
tries have used the so-called ‘ en- 
hanced cooperation’ mecha- 
nism. 

“Today’s vote shows that 
there is a strong spirit of coop- 
eration in the EU since the Lis- 
bon Treaty took effect,” said 
Vice-President Viviane Reding, 
Commissioner for Justice, Fun- 
damental Rights and Citizen- 
ship. “I’m very pleased the Eu- 
ropean Parliament has taken 
such quick action to add its sup- 
port so that hundreds of thou- 


sands of international couples 
can start benefitting from this 
measure. I also thank the Span- 
ish Presidency for its great ef- 
forts in building a consensus 
around this historic vote.” 

On 24 March this year, the 
Commission responded to are- 
quest by nine EU Member 
States that were frustrated with 
the Council’s failure to move 
forward (Greece was initially 
part of the plan and later with- 
drew its request). 

Since then, five additional 
countries - Germany, Belgium, 
Latvia, Malta and Portugal - 
asked to be part of the EU ac- 
tion. 

The proposal aims to lessen 
the burden on children and to 
protect weaker partners during 
divorce disputes. The need for 
EU action is clear: There were 
more than 1 million divorces in 
the 27 EU Member States in 
2007, of which 140,000 (13 
percent) had an ‘international’ 
element.

The Commission is in favour 
of an EU approach to ensure 
that, where Member States de- 
eide to use seeurity seanners, 
their deployment and operation 
is based on eommon standards, 
requiring basie deteetion per- 
formanee as well as ensuring a 
harmonised level of eomplianee 
with European fundamental 
rights and health provisions. 

It will seek the views of the 
European Parliament and of the 
Couneil in the light of the fae- 
tual information gathered in the 
report. 

Viee-President Siim Kallas, 
responsible for transport, said: 
“Seeurity seanners are being 
used by an inereasing number of 


Member States aeross the EU, 
but at the moment their use falls 
outside the seope of EU law, so 
they are used in Member states 
in different ways. Seeurity 
seanners are not a panaeea, but 
they do offer a real possibility 
to further reinforee passenger 
security. It is for each Member 
State to deeide whether to au- 
thorise the use of seanners in 
national airports. That will not 
change. But where this seanning 
teehnology is used it should be 
covered by EU-wide standards 
on deteetion eapability as well 
as common safeguards to en- 
sure compliance with EU health 
and fundamental rights provi- 
sions.” 


EC adopts draft agreement with 
the US to track terrorist finance 

The European Commission on Wednesday adopted the draft Terrorist FinanceTracking 
Programme (TFTP) Agreement with the United States. 


Portugal “ideal” for business in 
Portuguese-speakingAfrican 
nations - Economy Minister 

Portugal isthe "ideal partner" for doing business in Portuguese-speakingAfrican 
nations, since ties between these countries and their former colonial power "have 
never been so strong", Portuguese Economy Minister Jose Vieira da Silva said 
Wednesday at the Access Africa Forum. 


“Never have the eeonomie, 
politieal and eultural ties be- 
tween Portugal and Portuguese- 
speaking African nations been so 
strong and so positive”, Vieira da 
Silva said at the event, organized 
by the US embassy and by the 


Portuguese-Angolan, 
Mozambiean and -Cape V erdean 
ehambers of eommeree. 

Vieira da Silva suggested eom- 
panies should look for three-way 
partnerships, in which Portugal 
may act as a go-between. The 


minister mentioned China’s 
growing role in Afriea, stating 
that “the entry of new and pow- 
erful eompetitors” makes these 
three-way partnerships “of the 
utmost importanee”.

The Agreement contains 
guarantees that ensure protee- 
tion of EU citizens’ data, while 
enabling U.S. and EU law en- 
forcement authorities to make 
use of a paramount tool in the 
fight against terrorism. It will 
now be up to the Council to ap- 
prove the Agreement whieh will 
require the eonsent of the Euro- 
pean Parliament before it ean 
eome intoforee. 

“The European Commission 
has negotiated on behalf of the Eu- 
ropean Union an agreement that 
will inerease the seeurity of Eu- 
ropean citizens while at the same 
time fully respeeting their rights 
to privaey and data proteetion”, 
said Ceeilia Malmstrdm, Com- 
missioner for Home Affairs. 

She added: “The draft Agree- 


ment is a substantial improve- 
ment as eompared with the re- 
jected Interim Agreement. It 
takes account of the key issues 
raised by the European Parlia- 
ment and Council. I call now on 
the Council and the European 
Parliament to take the necessary 
steps to allow the Agreement to 
enter into force a soon as possi- 
ble.” 

The draft Agreement signifi- 
eantly strengthens data protee- 
tion guarantees eoneeming trans- 
pareney, rights of aeeess, reeti- 
fieation and erasure of inaceurate 
data. The Agreement guarantees 
non-discriminatory rights of ad- 
ministrative redress and ensures 
that any person whose data is 
proeessed under the Agreement 
will have rights to seek judieial 


redress in the United States from 
any adverse administrative ae- 
tion. 

The Agreement further ac- 
knowledges that the prineiple of 
proportionality is a guiding prin- 
eiple for applieation of the Agree- 
ment. 

Under the Agreement a Euro- 
pean publie authority, namely 
Europol will assess whether the 
data requested in any given ease 
is neeessary for the fight against 
terrorism and its flnaneing. 
Europol will also have to verify 
that eaeh and every request is tai- 
lored as narrowly as possible in 
order to minimise the amount of 
data requested. If a request for 
data does not meet these condi- 
tions, no data can be transferred 
under the Agreement.

Fines for motor- 
homes parked 
near beaches 


To avoid motor-homes setting up camp in car parks next 
to beaches in the region of Portimao, the local Town Hall 
has announced that as of this summer it will issue fines of 
up to €200 to such vehicles found outside designated 
areas. 


The proposal is believed to 
have already been passed by ama- 
jority and will be put to the vote 
in a local assembly on June 28th. 

Should it be passed it will mean 
any motor-home owners found 
spending a night outside desig- 
nated areas such as camping 
grounds could face paying a fine 
of up to €200. 

The proposal prohibits “any 
form of camping outside of le- 
gally consigned places”, apply- 
ing the same principal to “vehi- 
cles parked up with the intention 
of staying the night”. In practice, 
the scenarios currently seen in 
places like Praia da Rocha and 
Alvor, where dozens of motor- 
homes gather in car parks near 
beaches, some of them staying 
there for long periods, will be 
eradicated. 


Meanwhile it has emerged that 
two service stations for motor- 
homes are in the pipeline for 
Alvor and Mexilhoeira, which 
could incorporate space for trav- 
elling tourists and their vehicles 
to stay over. However, motor- 
home owners from the Portimao 
region have expressed their dis- 
may at such a possibility, claim- 
ing that “camping grounds are not 
the best places for motor-homes” 
as they want to be “near the sea” 
and “closer to nature”, not “in a 
place where there are times to 
come and go”. 

According to a study carried 
out by the Conunittee for Re- 
gional Development and Coordi- 
nation (CCDR) some 37,000 
motor-home tourists visit the 
Algarve every year, based on data 
gathered in 2006 and 2007. 


Estonia's euro currency 
bid gets EU's green light 


Estonia’ s bid to j oin the Euro 
was backed by the European 
Parliament on Wednesday 
with 589 votes in favour, 40 
against and 52 abstentions. 

“This new accession to the 
Euro shows that the Economic 
and Monetary Union is fully 
functional. In parallel to ex- 
panding we must also strengthen 
economic governance however. 
It is the only way to continue 
building a strong EMU”, said 
Economic and Monetary Af- 
fairs Commissioner Olli Rehn, 
also in Monday’s debate. 

“Estonia’s interest in the 
Euro in these difficult times is 
the Eurozone’ s light at the end 
of the tunnel”, said Estonian 
MEPIvariPadar(S&D). 


The resolution notes that Es- 
tonia has fulfilled the criteria as 
a result of the hard work of its 
government and people. It also 
notes the Commission’s state- 
ment that Eurostat has verified 
the validity of all relevant sta- 
tistics supplied by the Esto- 
nian authorities. 

The Estonian authorities 
should speed up practical 
preparations for a smooth 
changeover and ensure that the 
Euro’ s introduction is not used 
as a pretext for “hidden” price 
increases, adds the resolution, 
which also reminds the govern- 
ment not to rest on its laurels, 
since price stability risks and 
macroeconomic imbalances al- 
ways need to be addressed. 
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Windows 7 Upgrade vs. Full Version 



There are many issues concerning the 
purchase and installation of Windows 7. 
The first question that requires an 
answer is: " Do I purchase an upgrade or 
a full version ?" 


There are a eouple of things 
that you should take into eonsid- 
eration before you deeide to pur- 
ehase an upgrade or a full version 
of Windows 7. 

Pricing 

Various stores sell Windows 7 
Upgrade and Full Version Edi- 
tions, but the aetual priee differ- 
enee separating an Upgrade and 
Full version is essentially the 
same, no matter where you 
ehoose to purchase Windows. 
For example, the difference be- 
tween Windows 7 Professional 
Upgrade and Windows 7 Profes- 
sional Full is roughly €40.00. 
Here are Microsoft’s prices: 

Windows 7 Home 
Premium 

• Upgrade -€120.00 

• Full -€180.00 

Windows 7 Professional 

• Upgrade -€230.00 

• Full -€270.00 

Windows 7 Ultimate 

• upgrade - €240.00 

• Full -€280.00 

Windows 7 Anytime 
Upgrade 

• Windows 7 Starter to 
Windows 7 Home Premium: 
€75.00 

• Windows 7 Starter to 

Windows 7 Professional: 

€185.00 

• Windows 7 Starter to 
Windows 7 Ultimate: €205.00 

• Windows 7 Home Premium to 

Windows 7 Professional: 

€180.00 

• W indows 7 Home Premium to 
Windows 7 Ultimate: €190.00 

• Windows 7 Professional to 
Windows 7 Ultimate : € 1 3 5 .00 
As you can see, that’s quite a se- 
lection that Microsoft has. 
Which one should you go with? 
We will discuss this in the next 
section. 

What is an Anytime 
Upgrade? 

Windows 7 Anytime Up- 
grades are designed to move from 
one version of Windows 7 to a 
higher version ofWindows 7. For 
example, the €7 5 . 00 W indows 7 
Home Premium Anytime Up- 
grade listed above is designed to 
upgrade a PC from Windows 7 
Starter. If you don’t know what 
Windows 7 Starter is, it’s a rare 
copy of Windows used for 
netbooks. Next week I will dis- 


cuss the various versions ofWin- 
dows 7 in more detail. 

Ifyou are upgrading from Win- 
dows XP or Windows Vista to 
Windows 7, an Anytime Up- 
grade is not for you. Before we 
go any further, it should be noted 
that you cannot upgrade from a 
32-bit version ofWindows to a 
64-bit version ofWindows. For 
that, you will need to do a clean 
install. 

What is a Full Version? 

A Windows 7 Full version is a 
full copy ofWindows, designed 
to be installed on a blank hard 
drive or computer that you do not 
currently have any version of 
Windows for. For example, if 
you build a PC from scratch or 
purchase a PC with Linux on it. 

When you put a Windows 7 
Full version disc into your com- 
puter’ s CD/DVD drive and in- 
stall Windows, it will install the 
full operating system on your 
computer. Immediately after 
Windows is done installing, you 
enter the serial number and W in- 
dows is ready to go. 

What is an Upgrade 
Version? 

A Windows 7 Upgrade is a 
version ofWindows designed to 
upgrade a PC that is currently 
running Windows XP or Win- 
dows Vista to Windows 7 - or a 
lower version ofWindows 7 to a 
higher version ofWindows 7. For 
example, if you have an older PC 
that is running Windows XP or 
Vista, or have Windows 7 Home 
Premium and would like to up- 
grade to Windows 7 Ultimate. 

When you put a Windows 7 
Upgrade version disc into your 
computer’s CD/DVD drive, it 
will upgrade your current oper- 
ating system. This can work in 
several different ways. Here are 
some examples: 

If you currently have Win- 
dows XP installed on your PC and 
insert a Windows 7 Upgrade disc 
- It will upgrade Windows XP to 
Windows 7. However, your files, 
folders, and data will not be up- 
graded with the rest of the oper- 
ating system. They will stay on 
your computer, but they will be 
moved to a separate location on 
the hard drive . After the upgrade 
completes and you have Win- 
dows 7 installed, your XP pro- 
gram files will be completely un- 
usable. If you are doing an up- 
grade like this, you need to back 
up your files and folders to an 
external hard drive or pen drive. 




If you currently have Win- 
dows Vista installed on your PC 
and insert a Windows 7 Upgrade 
disc - It will upgrade Windows 
Vista to Windows 7. You will 
have the option to carry all of 
your files, folders, and data from 
Windows Vista to Windows 7. 
After the upgrade completes, 
you will have Windows 7 in- 
stalled along with all of your 
data. 

If you currently have Win- 
dows 7 on your PC and you do a 
Windows 7 Anytime Upgrade - 
It will upgrade your Windows 7 
version to the higher version. All 
of your files will be saved and you 
will not lose any data or program 
files by doing a Windows 7 to 
Windows 7 (higher version) up- 
grade. 

Please note, a Full version of 
Windows is capable of doing eve- 
rything that an Upgrade version 
can do. Thus, if you insert a full 
version disc, you will be able to 
upgrade from previous versions 
ofWindows. 

So what is the Difference Be- 
tween a Full and Upgrade Ver- 
sion? 


Windows? Upgrade 
Version 

Pretty much nothing, you can 
actually do a complete installation 
of Windows 7 on a blank hard 
drive, using an upgrade disc. 
Thus, ifyou are building a PC, or 
have a PC running Linux, a Win- 
dows 7 Upgrade disc is capable of 
installing Windows on your com- 
puter. N ow, although you are able 
to do this, that’s not what these 
versions were designed to do. 

The problem that arises with 
doing a clean install ofWindows 
using an Upgrade disc is the serial 
number. Say for example, you are 
running Linux and want to switch 
to Windows 7. Upon deleting 
Linux from your hard drive and 
doing a clean install ofWindows 
7 (with an Upgrade disc), you will 
have Windows 7 completely in- 
stalled on your PC. However, 
when you go to activate Windows 
7, you will get an error prompt 
saying something like “This serial 
number will not work with this 
version ofWindows. In order to 
use this serial number, you must 
first upgrade from an existing 
Windows install.” 


Windows? Full Version 

Despite what Windows 7 Up- 
grades and Windows 7 Full Edi- 
tions were designed to do, they 
are both capable of upgrading or 
full installing. Thus, you can up- 
grade using a Windows 7 Full 
disc. 

Using that same scenario 
above, deleting Linux and clean 
installing Windows 7 - with a 
Windows 7 Full version, you 
would not get that error. Win- 
dows would activate and you 
would be good to go . 

As far as Windows 7 Upgrade 
vs. Full is concerned, the major 
difference is the serial number 
(activation code) that comes with 
it. Plain and simply, that’s about 
it. The discs are capable of doing 
the same thing. You are paying 
extra for the activation code. 

A Windows 7 Upgrade activa- 
tion code will only work when 
upgrading from a previous ver- 
sion ofWindows. A Windows 7 
Full activation code will work 
under any scenario. 
Should Y ou Get a Full Version or 
Upgrade? 

That would be purely up to 


you. Ifyou ownaversion ofWin- 
dows XP or Vista, definitely go 
with the upgrade and save the 
60.00 or so euro’s. You can sim- 
ply upgrade your current oper- 
ating system. 

If you want to clean install 
with an Upgrade disc, this can be 
done but it means that you have 
to do a clean installation ofWin- 
dows XP or Vista, and then Up- 
grade using the Windows 7 Up- 
grade disc.

If you need height and colour on your patio and you have a couple 
of large pots to hand, there's still time to plant a mixture of 
climbers to cover an obelisk or wigwam this summer to provide 

you with a riot of colour. 


Sweet peas are the most obvi- 
ous ehoiee and are still available 
in garden eentres. Justa smallpot 
of them should give you enough 
plants to eover eanes or other 
supports and when they flower 
you should eut them regularly to 
give you the same scent and col- 
our indoors as you’ll have out- 
side. 

With sweetpeas, the more you 
pick, the more prolific the flow- 
ering will become. Don’t let them 
run to seed or the plant takes that 
as an indicator that flowering is 
over and will stop producing 
more blooms. 

Some clematis workreally well 
in pots and good garden centres 
can recommend suitable types 
for the size of the pot and the area 
you have to cover. Clematis 
which build up a framework of 
branches, such as the early and 
mid-seasonhybrids, are the easi- 
est to train, but take note of the 
height they’ll reach before in- 
vesting. 

Good specimens for pots in- 
clude C. ‘The President’, which 
has deep purple blue flowers 
from late spring to early au- 
tumn, growing to 3 m and C. 

‘ Edith’ , which bears large white 
flowers and deep red anthers. 



growing to 2m . 

Some climbing annuals can 
provide a blaze of colour during 
the summer months, including 
black-eyed Susan (Thunbergia 
alata), which is perennial in its 
native Africa, but an annual here . 
Its stems wrap around supports 
to reach 2.5m and it produces 
pretty yellow or orange flowers 
with a chocolate eye from sum- 
mer through to autumn. Put it in 
a sheltered spot, shaded from the 
hottest sun. 

If you have a sunny comer and 
you want a tropical feel to your 
patio, invest in the canary 
creeper (Tropaeolum 

peregrinum), which produces 
bright yellow flowers with large 
upper petals that look like a 
bird’s wings, it will flower all 
summer and can reach up to 4m 
tall. 

Of course, no obelisk would be 
complete without nasturtiums.

those sizzling flowers in shades 
of acid yellow, orange and red, 
which can ideally be placed near 
the kitchen so you can add the 
peppery leaves and flowers to 
salads. Look for the climbing va- 
rieties such as T. majus ‘Jewel of 
Africa’ andT. majus ‘Tall Single 
Mixed’ to give you columns of 
colour all summer long. 

Other climbers which are ideal 
for containers include Morning 
Glory (Ipomoea tricolor), a half- 
hardy annual with large, tmmpet- 
shaped flowers in blue or purple 
which will reach 1.5m in a pot. 
Clematis ‘Evening Star’ and 
‘Kingfisher’, as well as 
Trachelospermum jasminoides 


‘Variegatum’, one of the best 
scented white climbers, which 
bears showers of starry white 
flowers which turn cream as they 
age. 

When choosing a climber for 
the patio, select a container at 
least45cm deep and wide. Plants 
always to better in larger pots. 
Bear in mind that one container 
thoughtfully positioned can 
serve as a focal point. It you want 
more than one pot, plant match- 
ing or toning plants in containers 
grouped around it, but not mask- 
ing the climber itself. Make sure 
the grouped pots are similar in 
style and colour.

“Where are you going?” asked 
abright-eyedNieolas behind the 
Avis ear-rental counter at Lyon 
airport. 

“Good question,” I answered, 
as I dug out the map of France 
from my handbag, along with my 
French phrasebook and diction- 
ary. 

However, I wasn’t sure how far 
my high-school French was go- 
ing to get me this weekend. 

“Here,” I said, after I’d man- 


aged to open the map and find the 
triangle that represented our des- 
tination. His eyebrows rose - not 
a good sign. “In French we call 
this ‘ dans le trou du monde. . . ’ 
“It’s not very polite, but...” 
r d lost him at ‘ du monde ’ but 
my travelling companion picked 
up the French quicker than I did - 
we had just been told we were 
heading to the middle of nowhere . 

We are from New Zealand - 
known to many as Middle Earth 


- and you can’t get much further 
away than that. However, now 
we were faced with driving on the 
wrong side of the road as well as 
having to decipher French road 
signs - all in the name of a holi- 
day. 

Did I really want to be in the 
middle of nowhere, somewhere 
in the French countryside? Was 
this what I ’ d signed up to when I 
agreed to take a green weekend 
break? It was too late to back out 
now, so in typical Kiwi fashion, 
we set off from Lyon airport with 
our destination broadly agreed as 
the middle of nowhere. 

As navigator, armed withpages 
of Google Maps, I directed my 
partner to drive west for three 
hours, bypassing an industrial 
metropolis at both Saint Etienne 
and Clermont Ferrand, before 
following instructions to take a 
“slight right after 0.4km, turn left 


after 0.7km, and turn right after 
0.2km”. 

W e went down a F rench coun- 
try road with cow paddocks on 
one side and a field filled with vi- 
brant yellow sunflowers on the 
other - no ro ad name s or village s 
in sight. 

As we continued towards the 
middle of nowhere, stone houses 
came into view, overflowing 
flower baskets dazzling with col- 
our hung from windowsills and 
there in front of us - nearly 200 
miles from Lyon Airport - was a 
field of roulottes - better known 
in the UK as gypsy-style cara- 
vans. We had arrived. 

‘ ‘B onj our” ro ared the VO ic e of 
our host from behind his desk.

Jehanne, our caravan in the 
wide open spaces of Allier, gave 
us a warm welcome. She was 
beautifully presented inside and 
out, and her wooden walls and 
floors gave us an ‘up close and 
personal with nature’ feeling. 

Better equipped than our Lon- 
don flat, Jehanne offered impres- 
sive cooking facilities (compact 
stove top, microwave, toaster, 
kettle, pots and pans, fridge/ 
freezer), five-star hotel bath- 
room facilities and even a flush 
toilet - almost unheard of in the 
camping world. 

Shuttered windows and port- 
holes opened out to the greenery 
beyond - providing country sur- 
roundings in which to bask in glo- 
rious sunshine.

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Take your body for an MOT 



The World Cup may have started, but many men prefer to sit and 
watch football and other sports rather than taking part. We speak to 
the experts about how physical activity can reduce the risk of some 
serious health problems, how much exercise men should be doing, and 
howtoencouragethemtodo it. 



Millions of men will be glued 
to the TV watching the World 
Cup during the next month - but 
only a fraction will actually play 
the game themselves, or take any 
other form of exercise. 

For, while men like watching 
sport, less than half of those aged 
over 3 5 do enough exercise to keep 
them healthy, say experts. 

According to research, after 
the age of 3 5 , men are increasingly 
likely to do less than the recom- 
mended level of exercise, which 
is at least 30 minutes of moder- 
ate activity, like brisk walking, 
five or more days a week. 

Such physical activity can de- 
crease the risk of certain cancers, 
heart disease, highblood pressure 
and diabetes, as well as helping 
to improve mental health, reduce 
stress and anxiety, and even im- 
prove sexual performance. 


Dr Ian Banks, the president of 
the Men’s Health Forum in the 
UK is focusing on raising the 
heart rate of more than a million 
men aged between 3 5-64. He ex- 
plains the problem is that, as men 
get older, their physical activity 
drops off dramatically. 

“We’re trying to get a million 
more men moving, as lack of ac- 
tivity is among the biggest issues 
for male life expectancy, prob- 
ably greater than even smoking or 
alcohol. This is a call for action 
on action.” 

Just 40% of men over 3 5 do at 
least the minimum recommended 
amount of exercise, despite the 
fact that the benefits of physical 
activity are clear. Last year, a 
Swedish study found that mid- 
dle-aged men who start exercis- 
ing regularly can expect to live 2 . 3 
years longer than males leading 
sedentary lives. 

Couch potatoes, meanwhile, 
should bear in mind that World 
Health Organisation figures 
showmore than20% of coronary 
heart disease and 1 0% of strokes 
are due to physical inactivity.

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not been used. 

“The human body has to be 
used too, otherwise it seizes up - 
it’s as simple as that. 

“It’s designed for exercise, not 
for sitting watching the World 
Cup on a 42 inch screen.” 

Banks says mostmen cite pres- 
sure ofwork, stress, divorce and 
children as the reason for their 
lack of exercise. 

But he points out easy ways 
of staying healthy which will slot 
into men’s everyday lives. 

These easy measures could 


include using stairs instead of the 
lift, getting off the bus one stop 
earlier and walking the rest of the 
way, or cleaning the car by hand 
rather than going to the car wash. 

“If you walk briskly for just 
half an hour a day, it takes your 
level of activity out of the danger 
range,” stresses Banks. 

A study by researchers at the 
University of Otago inNew Zea- 
land found that people who sim- 
ply can double their survival 
chances by moving out of the 
bottom 20% of fitness levels. 


Interestingly, while this is also 
the case for women, the differ- 
ence is that after the age of about 
25 men’s activity levels drop, 
while women’s remain roughly 
the same. This fact is reflected in 
mortality rates: 22% of men in 
England and Wales die before 
they reach the age of 64, compared 
to just 13% of women. 

“Men are dying early, and 
we’re saying that this is a real 
problem, and here’s a way of 
doing something about it,” says 
Banks. 


In a bid to get more men mov- 
ing, events including ‘MOT’ 
checks for men and health im- 
provement campaigns are being 
held around the UK, which are 
supported by a host of sporting 
personalities including the 
Former England test wicket- 
keeper Jack Russell, Harlequins 
rugby player Danny Orr, 
snooker favourite Jimmy White, 
and former Newcastle, Arsenal 
and England footballer Malcolm 
Macdonald. 

“Health can all too often be 
taken for granted, particularly 
when you’re young,” Macdonald 
says. 

“But checking your health out 
every now and again is vital to 
staying fit. Y ou do it for your car, 
don’t you? Then why not do it 
for the driver too?” 

Professor Alan White, a pro- 
fessor of men’s health at Leeds 
Metropolitan University, ex- 
plains that modem man’ s lack of 
exercise is related to the fact that 
today’s work is often office- 
based, instead of labour intensive. 

After leaving school men often 
get sedentary jobs, without 
changing the eating or drinking 
habits of their youth. 

“They’re still eating for an ac- 
tive body, but they’re inactive 
and therefore weight goes on,” 
says White. 

“Unless you organise some- 
thing after work, you will become

Urb. de Sao Jose, Rua Connandante Carvalho 
Araujo, Lote 25, 8500-692 Portinnao 


www.insurance4portugal.com 

www.pic-europe.com 



unfit and overweight. 

“You have to do something 
about it - it doesn’t just happen.” 

He suggests that Primary Care 
Trusts address the issue by or- 
ganising physical activities for 
men in the evenings, and that 
employers become more 
proactive about how they keep 
their workforce healthy. 

Part of the problem is also 
linked to the way men put on 
weight, says White, who ex- 
plains that while women tend to 
put weight on gradually as they 
age, men put it on around their 
middle after the age of about 25 . 

This weight secretes fat-re- 
lated toxins, which can increase 
the risk of problems including 
high blood pressure, diabetes, 
high cholesterol and some can- 
cers. 

“Weight around the midriff is 
particularly problematic, and 
physical activity is linked to 


weight,” stresses White. 

He points out that as well as 
the obvious health benefits of 
physical activity, it can also im- 
prove mental health - sport is 
great for stimulating ‘feel- 
good’ hormones, as well as of- 
ten being a very social activity. 

“A lot of men think they’re 
too old - that exercise is for 
younger men,” he says, high- 
lighting the fact that age can be- 
come a barrier to exercise. 

White believes that society 
needs to get better at organising 
activities men want to do. 

“Starting exercise, even at 50, 
60, 70, has great health ben- 
efits.” 

He advises men to get out of 
old habits, and suggests: “Re- 
think the way you live your life 
so you’ll be more active. You 
can add years to your life, as 
well as life to your years.”

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Communication breakdown 




At first glance, 
Rupert was everything 
that Carol could ever 
hope for in a partner. 

T all, kind and consid- 
erate, Rupert got along 
great with her family, 
worked in the enter- 
tainment industry, was 
easy to talk to, and was 
fantastic in the kitchen. 

"My first few boy- 
friends were so macho, 
they constantly proved 
their masculinity by 
walking out the door in- 
stead of discussing our 
relationship prob- 
lems," explains the 28- 
year-old social worker. 

"Rupert was the ex- 
act opposite. He was 
more metrosexual and 
in touch with his feel- 
ings." 

But no matter how 
emotionally in tune 
Carol thought the cou- 
ple were there was one 
problem: he hated talk- 
ing on the phone. 

"Considering how 
much he travelled for 
work, that turned out to 
be quite a big problem," 
she says. 

And as soon as this 
communication crack 
appeared in their rela- 
tionship, it began to 
shatter the seemingly 
perfect surface. 

For Carol, staying in 
touch with Rupert 
while he was travelling 
was essential to main- 
taining a healthy rela- 
tionship. 

But no matter how 
much they emailed or 
texted, she found that 
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It's long been said that men and women communicate 
differently, but a new study might just prove it. The 
modern man may moisturise, cry and be more in touch with 
hisfeelingsthan ever before, but when it comes to 
telephone conversations emotions go out of the window - 
heonlytendstocall if he wants something. So how can 
couples talk constructively? Experts give their view. 


they still grew apart emotionally, 
much to her frustration. 

A new survey has revealed 
that, as anecdotal evidence would 
suggest, men and women treat 
phone calls very differently. 

And for Carol and Rupert their 
differing eommunieation habits 
spelled the end of their relation- 
ship. 

Aeeording to a new survey by 
BT, men's "quality" phone calls 
consequently eontain around 
three times as mueh funetional 
content (50%) compared with 
women (17%), aeeording to the 
research. 

Women's calls, by contrast, in- 
clude almost three times as mueh 
(28%) personal eonversation 
eompared with men ( 1 0%) . 

Six months, after their break 
up, Carol is still thinking about 
where she went wrong. 

"It's not always the men who 
need help eommunieating, 
though," she says, wistfully. "I 
realise now I eouldhave done a lot 
better myself." 

So how ean men and women 
communieate their love in the 
modem world? 

: : Understanding him 

Men, it seems, only phone 
when they want something. 

According to the BT study, 
whieh analysed nearly 500 ealls 
and investigated the phone hab- 
its of over 2,000 UK adults, this 
is beeause men and women disa- 
gree over what they eonsider a 
"quality" phone call. Men eon- 
sider "quality" calls those whieh 
allow them to "get what they 
want", sueh as information about 
what time to meet for dinner. 

Women, on the other hand, 
more frequently look to forge an 
emotional eonneetion with the 
person on the other end of the line. 


The reasons for this are var- 
ied, says relationship expert and 
psyehologist Emma Kenny, as 
women's and men's brains work 
differently physiologically. 

But a large part of why the 
sexes communicate differently 
has to do with how they proeess 
their emotions. 

"Communieation stems from 
emotional awareness, so if we're 
brought up to be more laterally 
logieal and less emotional - like 
men are - then it will be harder for 
us to eommunieate in a way other 
than to convey information, sueh 
as what time we'll be home for 
dinner or whether the kids have 
been dropped off at sehool," she 
explains. 

"This results in women ex- 
pecting men to be as emotionally 
aware as they are themselves, 
and can lead to a woman think- 
ing her man doesn't get her emo- 
tionally." 

But this isn't neeessarily the 
ease, she adds. 

Men are just as eapable of 
deep emotional thought and feel- 
ing as women are - they're just 
not used to expressing it. 

: : Communieation conun- 
drum 

While these days we might 
feel like we're in constant com- 
munication all the time, really it's 
a misconception, says Kenny. 

"These days people are com- 
munieating by texting and using 
facebook, but they're not doing 
it in an intimate way that allows 
them to be eloser emotionally. It's 
an assumed eontaet rather than 
an actual contact. " 

W e've become so used to com- 
municating about the mundane 
events of everyday life - such as 
what time to meet at the pub or 
quick texts eonsisting of 'How r

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u', she says, that the times when 
we do really 'connect' with each 
other resonate strongly within 
us. 

The trouble is just finding the 
time. 

So how do you ensure that 
you have ameaningflil conversa- 
tion with your partner, either on 
the phone or in person? 

Practice, says Kenny. 

"While the research confirms 
that men and women communi- 
cate differently, the way they re- 
flect on good communication is 
very similar," she explains. 

"All those involved in the 
study, whether male or female, 
agree the best conversations oc- 
cur when in comfortable sur- 
roundings, away from daily dis- 
tractions and in a relaxed envi- 
ronment - usually sitting or ly- 
ing down, and ideally with a cup 
of tea or glass of wine at hand. " 

: : Top tips on communicating 

1. Assume nothing: Talking 
on the phone means you don't 
have any body language to pick 
up on. Instead of reading into 
things, be clear, concise and pre- 
pared to listen. 

2. Save yourself: You'll have 
more quality conversations the 
more time and space you make 
for them. "Do you really need to 
talk to your mum 15 times a 
day?" says Kenny. "Try twice a 
week and see if the quality of the 
conversation improves." 

3. Ritualise your time: The 
British Association for Sexual 
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and Relationship 
Therapy (BASRT) 
suggests setting aside at 
least 30 minutes to dis- 
cussing issues with 
your partner. Kenny 
agrees: "The best con- 
versations are those that 
take place with space 
and time. So put the 
kids to bed, kick your 
feet up, have a cup of tea 
and give yourself time 
for a good chat." 

4. Be clear: Success- 
ful communication in- 
volves saying what you 
feel and need, not asking 
your partner to be in- 
volved in a guessing 
game, says Kenny. 

"Your partner isn't a 
mind reader. Say what 
you need out of the re- 
lationship. If, then, you 
don't get it, then at least 
you'll know you asked 
for it." 

5. Know when to 
quit: Nothing will be re- 
solved if the discussion 
goes awry. Schedule an- 
other time and spend 
some positive time to- 
gether in the interim, ad- 
vises BASRT. 

6. Write it down: "If 
you've got gripes with 
your partner, say noth- 
ing, write it down and sit on it for 
a few days," advises Kenny. 
"Then, take a look at what you've 


written and only discuss the bits 
that still feel bad to you. Very of- 
ten you realise that whatever was 


upsetting you wasn't your part- 
ner, but your bad day at work."

Whether it's simply because money's a bit tight or you prefer the comforts of home, in cooking 
terms, staying in is definitely the new going out. In his new book HowTo Eat In, chef Adam 
Byatt, points home chefs in the right direction. 


A s George Osborne 
begins slashingthe 
budget this 
month, so the rest 
of us will have to 
eut our eosts. Indeed, at the end 
of last year, 40% of people were 
reportedly already eutting baek 
on eating out. But any eook will 
tell you that enjoying great food 
is not simply about spending 
money. 

There are plenty of ways to 
ereate a restaurant-style experi- 
enee in your own home. Aeeord- 
ing to ehef and author of How To 
Eat In, Adam Byatt, all amateur 
ehefs need to do is a little bit of 
planning. 

“People are far more afraid to 
prepare things in advanee than 
they should be,” he says. At my 
restaurant, we ’ll make all of our 
food during the day. Beeause 


when eustomers eome in and they 
order lamb, we ean’t start taking 
it off the bone! 

“We aet like the host of a din- 
ner party - someone who should 
be ready to serve the guest when 
they arrive.” 

Wise words. But does Adam 
follow his own adviee? 

“If ever I have a dinner party, 
I will do everything and more to 
make sure I ean just produee the 
food when my guests arrive,” he 
states firmly. 

“Even with a Sunday luneh I 
do everything to a point where I 
ean make it happen in 10 min- 
utes.” 

The seeret to happy eooking, 
explains Adam, is enjoying the 
eooking, and enjoying the eating. 

“People flap around, they’re 
inamess and suddenly the guests 
are dinging on the door. When I

turn up to a house like that,” he 
adds, “alll wantto do ishelpthem 
- but obviously that’s the last 
thing they want!” 

And when it eomes to ehoos- 
ing what he eooks, Adam says his 
guests tend to get informal fare. 

“I’ll go for a roast ehieken, or a 
barbeeue,” he says, pointing out 
that simple food, eooked well, is 
often the quiekest route to sue- 
eess. 

“F or example, having a pot au 
feu for luneh - whieh is simply 
meat and vegetables - is easy, but 
it’s the way you eook, look after 
and eare for it that makes it won- 
derful. 

“Likewise, there ’ s been a real 


upsurge in general appreeiation 
of British food, and I’m very 
eomfortable serving them in my 
restaurant,” he adds. “The eot- 
tage pie in the book has been on 
my restaurant’s menu for three 
years, and we don’t take it off 
beeause people just go mad for it.” 
Adam suggests that, if you’re 
making something simple, you 
use top quality ingredients. 

“If I make shepherds pie, I 
might use shoulder of lamb or a 
different eut of beef. That will 
make a normal dish into some- 
thing that’s stunning.”

Black fig tart with 
mascarpone 

500g puff pastry (preferably 
made with all butter) 

12 slightly firm, blaek Italian 
figs 

60g butter 

SOgieing sugar 

200g masearpone, to serve 

Roll out the pastry on a 
floured surface until it is the size 
of an A4 sheet of paper and 
about 2mm thick. Place the pas- 
try on a baking sheet and chill in 
the fridge for 20 minutes. 

Slice the figs. Preheat the 
oven to 220C/Gas 8. Remove 
the pastry from the fridge and 
prick it all over with a fork - the 
holes should be about 1cm 
apart (this is called ‘docking’). 
Now crimp the edges with

your thumb and forefinger, and 
chill the pastry again in the 
fridge for 20 minutes. 

Lay the figs over the pastry 
in lines, overlapping them 
slightly so that they com- 
pletely cover the pastry. Leave 
the tart to rest in the fridge for 
20 minutes. 

Melt the butter and brush it 
generously over the figs, then 
sift over the icing sugar. Bake 
the tart for 30 minutes or until 
the edges are crisp. 

Remove the tart from the 
oven and cool for about 1 0 min- 
utes before cutting into squares 
and topping each square with 
a spoonful of mascarpone.

The last of the dogs at Goldra who still need homes 


Since we were told the shel- 
ter is to close, over 70 dogs have 
been rehomed from the shelter. 

Many of our rehoming efforts 
are now concentrated on send- 
ing dogs andpuppies abroad. By 
the end ofMay, over: 

- 73 puppies willhave gone to 
new homes abroad. 

- 11 dogs from outside of 
Goldra will have gone to new 
homes abroad. 

- and almost 60 dogs from 
Goldra will have gone to new 
homes abroad. 

But there are still 42 dogs at 
Goldra. 24 of these dogs would 
fit well into family life, the re- 
maining dogs are noted on the 
Goldra website under special 
care as they will need extra time 
and effort to understand life 
outside of the shelter. 

After Goldra closes, we will 
continue our rehoming efforts 
for Algarve dogs and puppies. 
We have a small team and are 
in the process of forming a char- 
ity to continue to rehome dogs 
both here and abroad. The pur- 
pose of our charity will solely 
be finding homes for rescued 
dogs andpuppies. Ifyou would 
like to help or ifyou would like 
to donate (or if you yourself 
need help finding a home for a 
rescued dog or puppy) please 
get in contact. Our team is my- 
self, Katy Rexstrew, Clare 
Browne and Melanie 
Woodman. 

But, we will not rehome any 


dog unless it is either spayed or 
neutered, and if we rehome a 
puppy in Portugal we will be ask- 
ing for a donation that we will put 
towards a "voucher" for having 
the puppy sterilised once old 
enough. Additionally, for every 
dog and puppy we rehome we fol- 
low up on where it is, how it is, 
and request photos and updates. 
If you yourself individually 
rehome a dog or puppy, please 
consider the same policy. 

As always, thank you for 
your attention to these mes- 
sages, many people have been 
forwarding the messages and 
many people who may not oth- 
erwise have gotten in contact 
have adopted dogs. If you 
would like any further informa- 
tion about the shelter, about 
what is happening, about how 
we are rehoming dogs, or if 
you would like to know how 
you can help please get in con- 
tact. We will soon have our 
own website, linked to SOS 
Algarve animals, that lists res- 
cued Algarve animals. And 
please do not forget, we always 
need foster homes and dona- 
tions. 

A list of doggies still need- 
ing homes is available just con- 
tact us. 

Andplease, ifyou live inPor- 
tugal, pay special attention to 
Gemma, Bertie, and Yaya 2, 
these are wonderful loving 
dogs, who adore attention. 
They have tested positive for 


leish, a disease that is treatable 
but not curable. It is very un- 
likely they will find homes out- 
side of Portugal where they are 
not that familiar with this disease.

The ‘vuvuzela’ fever in South 
Africahas caused great distress to 
many players competing in the 
World Cup, claiming it affects their 
focus during the match, as well as 
broadcasters and fans, with the 
constant buzzing resembling a 
swarm of flies. The noise emitted 
by the traditional South African 
blowing horn is louder than a set 
of drums and even the referee’s 
whistle, with the banning of the 
homhaving been discussed among 
officials, but to no avail. 


Cristiano Ronaldo has joined 
the majority of players who 
think these devices are a nui- 
sance, saying “It is difficult for 
those on the field trying to con- 
centrate. Lots of players don’t 
like them” although he admitted 
“it’ s apart of the competition, we 
have to get used to it.” 

Many players have also com- 
plained of the ‘Jabulani’, the 
World Cup’s official football, 
claiming it is too light and has an 
erratic flight pattern. 


The Portuguese team has 
been having specific ball han- 
dling trainings in order to get 
used to the unusual football, ac- 
cording to Cristiano Ronaldo, 
who said “When it comes to the 
ball, we have to adapt to it. I am 
much more accustomed to it than 
I was two weeks ago. I don’t 
think it’ s going to be a problem”, 
adding “I have the feeling that 
things are going to come out al- 
right, the dribbling, the free kicks 
and corners.”

In the wake of Portugal's 
scoreless draw with the 
Ivory Coast in Group G of 
the World Cup, manager 
Carlos Queiroz criticised 
FIFA for "changing the 
rules halfway" by 
allowing Ivorian star 
Didier Drogbato play 
with a special cast for his 
arm. 

Also after the match, Portu- 
gal midfielder Deco attacked 
Queiroz’ s tactics and com- 
plained about his substitution, 
but on Wednesday he re- 
canted, saying he “never in- 
tended to question the man- 
ager”. 

In a tense and tight game 
Tuesday, Portugal and the 
Ivory Coast could not get any 
goals. Queiroz described the 
scoreline as “fair”, but com- 
plained that FIFA had not been 
consistent. 

“The rules were changed 
halfway. It’s not allowed to 
wave a band-aid on your arm, 
you can’ t have a necklace, and 
all of a sudden we get an Afri- 
can soccer star wearing acast”, 
Queiroz said, complaining that 
the Portugal squad was “not 
consulted at all” on the matter. 

Further controversy arose 
from statements by midfielder 
Deco, who claimed Portugal’ s 
“long ball” tactics were “not 
the best idea” and “the team’ s 
approach to the second half 
was not right” in the post-game 
interviews. 

Deco also said he was “feel- 
ing fine” before being replaced 
in the second half, and further 
chastised the head coach: 
“First he told me to play on the 
right wing, which I have never 
done in my career, then he takes 
me out of the game.” 

In a statement posted on the 
Portuguese Football Federa- 
tion’s website. Deco back- 
tracked on his words : “I don’ t 
have and never had any prob- 
lem with the manager and I 
never intended to question his 
leadership or decisions.” 

“We must focus now on our 
next two games”. Deco added.

C Portugal's inaugural match of the World 

Cup against Ivory Coast has dampened the 
country's spirits, not only for the goalless 
draw but also for the lack of creativity and 
desire demonstrated by the national squad. 


The opening match in Port 
Elizabeth was an eagerly antici- 
pated encounter, with many see- 
ing it as one of the most important 
matches of the group that might 
have defined who took second 
place in the ‘Death Group’, as 
Brazil are big favourites to take the 
first slot. 

Despite an energetic start, with 
a fantastic long-range strike from 
Cristiano Ronaldo smashing the 
post in the first ten minutes, Por- 
tugal were not able to trouble Ivory 
Coast throughout the remainder of 
the first half, with only two shots 


being made, one on target. 

A huge lack of creativity kept 
the game stuck in midfield, where 
Ivory Coast seemed to have a 
slight advantage in the first half, 
thanks to Sven Goran Eriksson’ s 
clinical defence system, and the 
players’ physical presence, which 
kept Portugal at bay. 

The national squad’s inabil- 
ity to exchange the ball with flu- 
idity and keep it in the oppos- 
ing side’s half dragged into the 
second half, with no Portuguese 
player wanting to take the re- 
sponsibility for creating any sort

Figo to sue Chinese newspaper 


Portuguese footballer Luis 
Figo has confirmed thathewillbe 
sueing Chinese newspaper Ti 
Tan for printing quotes falsely 
attributed to him, regarding Por- 
tugal’ s performance in the world 
cup. Initspiece Ti TanclaimsFigo 
had said he was “very disap- 
pointed” with his nation’ s open- 
ing match against Ivory Coast, 
which ended with a goalless draw. 

“If Portugal plays like that 
against Brazil they are unlikely 
to win any points” Luis Figo al- 
legedly told Ti T an. He was also 
said to have criticised the play- 
ers andnotthe coach for the lack- 
lustre performance, allegedly de- 
scribingthe teamas having aweak 
attack and midfield. 

However, the sports star has 
slammed the newspaper via the 
PortugueseFootballFederation’s 
official website. In a statement 
published on the website he pub- 
licly refuted ever having made 
^uch comments, spoken or writ- 


ten, to the Chinese newspaper. 

“I categorically deny ever hav- 
ing spoken or written to any mem- 
bers of the Chinese media and I 
equally deny thatihave anegative 
appreciation of Portugal’s per- 
formance in their game againstthe 
Ivory Coasf ’, Figo said. 

“I continue to believe and trust 
in the national team, its technical 
crew and the work they have de- 
veloped. We will, surely, achieve 
out first objective in this World 
Cup, which is to qualify for the last 
16”, he added. 

F urther confirmation of Figo ’ s 
intention to sue Ti Tan was given 
by his official representative, 
Miguel Macedo. 

Mr. Macedo said “Luis Figo is 
going to judicially sue the Chinese 
newspaper for the false state- 
ments itpublished”, adding “Luis 
Figo was greatly bothered by the 
matter, as he never made any state- 
ments to any newspaper, Chinese 
or otherwise”. ,

top form for his country, despite 
being nominated ‘Man of the 
Match’ , and lost his temper after 
being taken down repeatedly by 
the opposition, earning him a yel- 
low card midway through the first 
half 

Something must be done if Por- 
tugal are to progress to the final 
sixteen, especially after North 
Korea’s match against Brazil, 


where the massive underdogs kept 
a clean sheet in the first half and 
held a tight knit match against the 
six time world champions in the 
second, losing 2- 1 in the end but 
standing their ground firmly. 

Portugal must find their form 
and beat North Korea by some 
goals this Monday, as the team 
that progresses might just be cho- 
sen by goal difference.
